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EDITORIAL NOTE 


The translation of a seventeenth-century manuscript court record into 
twentieth-century type, in a form both economical to print and easy to read, 
is not so simple a task as it might seem. The result of our efforts with the 
Burlington Court Book probably will not be wholly satisfactory to any reader 
of this volume. They are not to us; if we were starting anew we would do cer- 
tain things differently. However, nothing, it is said, is done in vain. If the 
imperfections discovered in the editing of the Burlington minutes are of 
service to preparers of future publications of this kind, our labor on the Bur- 
lington book will be sufficiently repaid. 

The principle guiding the editors in preparing this volume was that it 
must read like the original manuscript, but not necessarily look like it; that 
is, the exact meaning and content of what the successive scribes wrote down 
in the Burlington minutes should be faithfully reproduced, but in a form 
presenting a minimum of labor to the printer in manufacturing the book and 
to the reader in perusing its contents. 

With this objective in view, some liberties have been taken, not with 
the matter, but with the manner, of the manuscript minutes. Contractions and 
symbols of words or parts of words, habitually used in those days to save paper 
and time, have been expanded, and spelled according to the writer’s prefer- 
ence, or when that could not be ascertained, the usage of the time. A few 
abbreviations in present use, such as Mr. and Jr., have been kept, and in these 
cases raised letters have been lowered and the abbreviations followed by pe- 
riods. The scribes’ capitalization and punctuation (or lack of them) have been 
reproduced, with a few exceptions. Sentences have been regularly begun with 
capitals and closed with periods, To save space tabular or columnar material 
in the manuscript has been run on horizontally in the printed text. In such 
cases items in a series, such as names of jurors, have been separated by com- 
mas. Elsewhere, when the scribe used extra space instead of punctuation to 
set off words or phrases from each other, we have followed him: for example, 
Smith v. Jones Case Continued. 

Marginal material has been brought into the body of the text, set in ital- 
ics, and enclosed in brackets. Manuscript page headings, which usually con- 
sist only of page number and date, are set in bold face and enclosed in brack- 
ets. Missing dates have been supplied. 

The English still used the old-style calendar, in which the new year began 
on March 25; but they frequently double-dated the interval from January 1

to March 24 inclusive. These dates have not been modernized in this volume. 
‘The reader therefore should remember that, for example, the day after De- 
cember 31 1701 was January 1 1701 or 1701/2, and likewise the day preced- 
ing March 25 1702 was March 24 1701 or 1701/2. 

Those who wish to consult the originals of the records printed herein 
will find the Court Record of 1680 (pages. 1-4 of the present work) in a thin 
volume of Burlington Records in the Secretary of State’s office in Trenton. 
The Burlington Court Book, which constitutes the bulk of this publication, 
is a folio volume, 11% by 16% inches, in an excellent state of preservation. 
It is kept in the office of the Clerk of the Supreme Court, also in ‘Trenton. 
Photostatic copies of it are deposited in the State Library, Trenton, and the 
ollice of the County Clerk of Burlington County, Mount Holly. Both of these 
manuscript volumes have been microfilmed, along with many other early New 
Jersey records, by the New Jersey Historical Records Survey.’ Copies may be 
purchased from the American Documentation Institute, 1719 N. St., N.W., 
Washington, D. C. The libraries of Princeton University, the College of the 
City of New York, and the University of Delaware have copies of the Burling- 
ton Court Book film.

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HISTORICAL INTRODUCTION * 


Although the Burlington Court Book is the most important judicial rec- 


ord of proprietary West Jersey, it has never hitherto been printed, Its legis- 


lative counterpart was assembled and published nearly two centuries ago by 
two public-spirited West-Jerseymen.! Leaming and Spicer’s Grants was a 
propaganda document, material for a study in comparative law by which 
patriots of that day could, the compilers hoped, readily discover how much 
better the old proprietary government had been than the royal rule under 
which they were then living.* Unfortunately for the historian, Leaming and 
Spicer did not consider it necessary for their purpose to print the Burlington 
Court Book, in which the laws and constitutions which they admired were 
enforced and applied. ‘These judicial records have remained in manuscript, 
inaccessible except to those within travelling distance of ‘Trenton. In 1938 
they were microfilmed by the New Jersey Historical Records Survey,* and 
now at last, through inclusion in the American Historical Association’s A mer- 


ican Legal Records Series, they become as available to the student as the cor- 


responding laws have been since 1758 

Like most of our earliest judicial records, the Burlington Court Book is 
a mine of historical ore of many kinds besides the strictly legal or judicial. The 
editors have not attempted to separate and refine these by-products, consid. 
ering this a more proper task for specialists in the various branches of social 
and economic history.* The detailed index which is provided will, it is hoped, 
be a suflicient guide to the varied contents of the volume. The purpose of this 
historical introduction is to place the Burlington Court Book in its historical 
setting, rather than to describe its contents in detail. 

To do so, it is necessary to recall, first, that West Jersey was a Quaker col- 
ony (the first, antedating its more famous neighbor, Pennsylvania, by. six

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years), but that, second, the Quaker proprictorship was not the first white gov- 
ernment in West Jersey, and the new owners therefore had to dispose of certain 
embarrassing situations created by earlier regimes before they could proceed 
unhampered with their own particular experiment in government. 


THE QUAKERS OF West JERSEY 


The religious background and history of Quakerism on both sides of the 
Atlantic have been studied with industry and insight by their own historians, 
and need not detain us here.® It is enough: to observe that, in West Jersey at 
least, the Friends’ migration was motivated by two purposes: first, to found a 
colony where they could practice their religion and govern themselves in 
the way they deemed best; and second, to reap a profit from their investment 
in this enterprise. These two objectives were not at all incompatible, for 
without a certain degree of material well-being among Friends as individuals 
the Society could hardly hope to flourish as a religious entity. Spiritual and 
material prosperity went hand in hand. ‘The English Quakers of the earlier 
period were, it is true, rather less abundantly endowed with this world’s goods 
than their descendants.? Their membership none the less came from the 
middle and lower-middle economic brackets rather than from the poverty- 
stricken, while their doctrine and discipline encouraged industry and thrift, 
helped needy members of the group, and restrained the reckless. The Quaker 
founders of West Jersey were definitely men of means: few wealthy, among 
whom Penn was an outstanding example; some whose designs exceeded their 
resources, such as Byllynge and Fenwick; and scores of etlvext who could spend 
a few pounds or hundreds of pounds for a tract of land and still have enough 
money left to bring their families and perhaps a few servants over to settle it.* 
They were either plain farmers (“yeomen’”) or craftsmen and tradesmen,

rather than gentry.® Over here the emphasis was on agriculture, and while _ 
many continued to be known by the occupation they had formerly pursued, 
especially in the simpler crafts, such as carpentry or smithing,' which could 
be followed in a new country, they tended to become planters, yeomen, or 
husbandmen.'! ‘Those with, good business judgment were likely to become 
merchants, if they had not been already. Thus Thomas Ollive, an outstanding 


early Quaker leader, was a haberdasher in Northamptonshire and a merchant 


in Burlington, where “his talents for business were considerable, and were 
highly appreciated by his fellow-settlers.” ** William Biddle, for many years 
a justice of Burlington court and a pillar of Quaker society, was a shoemaker 
in London; in West Jersey he bought and sold much land, and is designated 
first as “yeoman” and later as “merchant.” #* When a settler achieved eco- 
nomic success he might rise in the social scale too and become a self-made 
“gentleman’’—a metamorphosis not entirely unknown even to the demo- 
cratic Quakers." 

While the communal aspects of Quaker life were important, and their 
doctrine and discipline required a high degree of subordination of individual 
interests to the will of the group, nevertheless economic life in West Jersey 
was intense and competitive, as it had been in England. It was by no means 
overshadowed by religious preoccupations, as the voluminous and well-kept 
“meeting” records might otherwise suggest. The Burlington court minutes 


are a corrective to any such misapprehension. They contain the minutiae of 


Quaker temporal activities, just as the meeting records illuminate the Friends’ 
spiritual life. The Quaker discipline recognized man as an economic as well 
as a religious being, and guarded against overtrading and enjoined punctual- 
ity in the payment of debts.!® The Friends were also at first discouraged and

The bulk of the civil 
business of the court was taken up with serious matters, with scores of suits 
entered by habitual drinkers at the fountain of justice, merchant. Edward 
Hunloke for example; and this business originated usually from the most 
controversial phases of the economic life of the time, the acquisition of land 
and the collection of debts.

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Delaware Valley region was an economic and cultural unit in colonial times, 
as it is to a considerable degree today. For a generation it was a political unit 
also. So it was under the Swedes and the Dutch, and under the English it suc- 
cessfully resisted dismemberment until 1680. In fact the Burlington Court 
Book marks the beginning of the career of West Jersey as a political entity 
separate from the rest of the region. 

The first-permanent settlement * in the valley was made by the Swedes 
in 1638 at Fort Christina (now Wilmington), on the western or Delaware- 
Pennsylvania side of the river. The Swedes quickly spread up the river, but 
except for a transitory establishment near the present Salem, New Jersey, 
stayed on the western side. So likewise did the Dutch, who conquered the 
Swedes in 1655 and remained in control until 1664, when they in turn yielded 
to the superior force of a naval expedition dispatched by the English James 
Duke of York (later James I1). His brother, King Charles I, had granted him 
(March 12 1663/4) the land between the Connecticut and Delaware rivers, 
roughly the territory of Dutch occupation on the Atlantic coast.*! It was left 
to the Duke to wrest the territory from the Dutch, and he did. New Amster- 
dam became New York. A side expedition from the Hudson conquered the 
Dutch settlements on the South or Delaware River, which were henceforth 
ruled by the Duke by right of conquest alone, since they lay to the west of the 
royal grant.** 

During the Dutch regime on the Delaware Fort Christina had been super- 
seded as the metropolis of the river by a newer settlement farther down the 
river called New Amstel, renamed New Castle by the English, which became 
the principal seat of local government and justice in the Delaware. Under 
both the Dutch and the Duke of York, however, the Delaware settlements 
were never more than an appendage of the more flourishing colony on the 
Hudson. Manhattan was really the capital of the Delaware region during this 
period, and to the governors and their councils there, Dutch and English in 
turn, the Delaware officials looked for authority and guidance until 1680-— 
1682, when the Duke made over the territory to the Quakers of West Jersey 
and Pennsylvania. 

Most of the known materials for the judicial history of this pre-Quaker 
era of Delaware River history are already in print. For the Swedish period, 
during which justice was administered chiefly by the governors in person, we 
have only their reports to Sweden.** For the Dutch and the Duke of York 
regimes most of the original records in the State Library at Albany have been

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printed or at least calendared.*4 For the period of English rule the local court 
minutes have been printed (usually without benefit of editorial comment), 
beginning in 1676 and extending on into the period of William Penn’s pro- 
prietorship.** These judicial records pertain to the whole valley—to West 
Jersey as well as Delaware and Pennsylvania—down to 1680, when, as will be 
explained, the right of government over the eastern half of the area was finally 
confirmed to the Quakers. However, few if any of the first generation of Swed- 
ish and Dutch settlers occupied the Jersey side; a Swedish historian states that 
at the time of the Duke’s conquest ‘‘there were as yet no residents upon the 
east side of the river, . . . which was a poor, sandy, and abominable coun- 
try.” *° But there were a few by the time the Quakers began to arrive, as the 
censuses of 1677 show,?? and the early lists of landholders in the Burlington 
Court Book ** indicate an increasing influx from across the river in the next 
few years. These people, although retaining their language and customs, had 
of course been under English rule since 1664. Their ruler, the Duke of York, 
also claimed jurisdiction over the Quaker newcomers—not merely claimed it, 
but, as will be seen, exercised it for several years. Consequently, for the history 
of government in West Jersey, particularly of its judicial side, we must begin 
with the Duke of York and his representatives in New York and New Castle. 


FENWICK’s COLONY 


Conventional accounts of the English in New Jersey, West and East, Open 
with the grant by Duke James of the area between the Hudson and the Dela-

The laws enforced were naturally those of the mother country, modified as local cir- 
cumstances might require. In New Sweden dictatorial powers were entrusted to the governor, 
he being instructed to judge according to Swedish law and custom as far as possible (Johnson, 
Swedish Settlements, ii, 450, 499). The local enactments of the Dutch are collected in E. B.

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ware to Lord John Berkeley and Sir George Carteret, June 24 1664.*° This 
hasty gift was lamented by the Duke’s servants, who, faithful to their master’s 
interests, realized better than apparently he did the strategic disadvantage of 
driving a wedge, in the shape of New Jersey, between his main holdings in 
New York and the feeble but potentially important settlements on the western 
shore of the Delaware; and they did what they could to keep his original grant 
intact. Their efforts amounted to a delaying or rear-guard action which post- 
poned, rather than prevented, the final surrender, but caused the West Jersey 
Quakers much embarrassment in the meantime. Another source of difficulty 
was the fact that the Duke’s grant was limited, and to the Quakers seriously 
defective, in that, as was later contended, it conveyed the title to the land but 
no rights of government.*° This was a point of law which was not apparent to 
the new proprietors, who thought their grant included governmental rights 
similar to those which other proprietors of colonies in America enjoyed. Oth- 
erwise the Quakers would never have undertaken the purchase, which was 
not merely a’ business venture but a prospective Quaker commonwealth where 
they would be free from the religious disabilities imposed upon them in the 
mother country. 

Berkeley and Carteret proceeded to develop their new acquisition as if 
they had powers of government, issuing a “Concession and Agreement” * 
which provided for representative government and dispatching a governor 
who took up his residence in the eastern part of the province in 1665. However, 
in March 1673/4 Berkeley sold his half interest in New Jersey to Major John 
Fenwick, an old Cromwellian soldier turned Friend,** thus beginning the 
proprietorial interest of the Quakers in New Jersey,”* and also necessitating 
the division of the province into two parts," Last Jersey, where English (in- 
cluding some Quaker) migration had already begun, and West Jersey, which

As if this were not enough trouble for the new venture, Fenwick’s pur- 
chase became a subject of controversy among the Friends themselves. It was 
claimed that Fenwick had bought in trust for Edward Byllynge,*? a prominent 
coreligionist of London, and when the two quarrclled over their respective 
rights in the new purchase, the dispute was submitted to arbitration, a normal 
srocedure among Friends. The um vire, William Penn, awarded nine-tenths 

. o . 
of West Jersey to Byllynge and only one-tenth to Fenwick, who, after strone 
pressure from Penn, accepted the award.** For what lay behind this one-sided 
division we have only an explanation which was current gossip in West Jer- 
sey. The story, as picked up and recorded by a Dutch traveller in 16709,°° was 
that Byllynge was a “ereat friend” of Berkeley and other courtiers who fre- 
quented Byllynge’s brewery. Ata time when Byllynge was in financial straits,*° 
Berkeley suggested that he could recover his fortune by buying “a tract of land 
which the king had given him.” Byllynge raised the money from his friends 
but since his own affairs were involved acted through Fenwick, who was to

Thus, if we may credit this narra- 
tive, by a sudden stroke of good fortune the Quakers, already interested in an 
overseas refuge, got an opportunity to acquire one at a bargain price through 
Byllynge’s fortunate acquaintance with Lord Berkeley.‘ Management of the 
affair was taken out of the hands of both Byllynge and Fenwick ‘and lodged in 
a larger group, by a “tripartite indenture,” ** February 10 167. 4/5, in which 
Byllynge, claiming an equitable interest, and Fenwick, retaining ten “equal 
and undivided hundred parts,” conveyed West Jersey to Penn, Gawen Lawrie, 
and Nicholas Lucas, all Quakers, as trustees for Byllynge’s creditors. 

The plans which Penn and his associates were formulating for the devel- 
opment of West Jersey were upset by Fenwick’s insistence upon settling his 
share without waiting for anyone else. Having yielded up nine-tenths of the 
worm, he was determined to be an early bird for the fragment that remained to 
him. Ina printed proposal dated 1 mo. (March) 8 1674/5 * he offered land in 
West Jersey for £5 per thousand acres, and to non-purchasing emigrants, free 
land subject to an annual quitrent to him.** The London Quakers were unable 
to deter Fenwick, even by a printed broadside (July 1675) denying that “we as 
a people have advised Councelled and approved of the manner of his under- 
takings,” and predicting that ‘the issue would prove Evil and Confused,” * 
By that time Fenwick was ready to embark for America. Between February 
25, and July 12 he had sold 150,000 acres in his colony.*® Soon afterwards he 
set sail in the ship Griffin with 150 settlers on board. He arrived in the Dela-

For one thing, March to May would hardly have been time enough 
to extract a confession from him through proceedings in the monthly mecting; again, he gives 
no other evidence of having regretted going ahead with his own plans to colonize his tenth, Fen- 
wick was a pious man. His public utterances abound in references to the Deity along with ex- 
coriations of his opponents. His and his associates’ engagements of office in the Salem colony render 
fervent allegiance to the Supreme Ruler, before all earthly ones (see Salem Surveys, 1676, in Sec. 
of State’s office, Trenton).

ware in November and landed well to the south on the eastern shore, opposite 
from New Castle, where he established the town of Salem (originally New 
Salem)—the first Quaker settlement in West Jersey.” 

Unfortunately Fenwick was to find no peace in Salem. At his departure he 
had had some debts outstanding. Two of his Quaker creditors, John Edridge 
and Edmond Warner,** exacted from him before he sailed an indenture of 
“lease, bargain and sale” conveying to them for a thousand years the unsold 
part of his tenth, as security for his debts.*® It is a fair assumption that this 
conveyance was extorted from Fenwick under the threat of arresting him for 
debt and thus preventing his sailing. He could now depart with the comfort- 
ing thought that the debts he was leaving behind would be taken care of, even 
though the title to his new possession was also left behind. However, his ex- 
pectations were not realized. At first Fdridge and Warner claimed that they 
could not sell any land at the price agreed on, and asked for their money.°° 
No doubt Fenwick could not have paid them, but it would have been well for 
him had he been able to, for they subsequently joined the Penn-Byllynge 
forces against him and conveyed their rights in his tenth to the three trustees.®! 
When he learned that Edridge and Warner had “‘confederated themselves 
together with certain persons” still unknown to him, and “gave out in 
speeches” that the conveyance was and was intended to be “an Absolute 
lease and estate,” he tendered them payment in full, August 1676, demand- 
ing the reconveyance of his property. When they refused to accept, he 
brought suit against them in the Court of Chancery in England, October 
1676. But Chancery suits could be strung out for a long time, and Fen- 
Wick’s resources were unequal to the luxury of protracted litigation. He had 
to act through the reluctant agency of his wife, and after two years of in- 
conclusive proceedings he seems to have abandoned the effort to force a 
reconveyance from Edridge and Warner.*?

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Meanwhile, having delimited the bounds between their and Carteret’s 
half of New Jersey, the trustees were ready to embark on their plan of col- 
onization, With Byllynge cooperating, and now Edridge and Warner, they 
could make short shrift of Fenwick’s opposition, They instructed their agents 
in New Jersey ™ “to get a meeting with Joli Fenwick, and the people that 
went with him, . . . read the deed of partition with George Carteret; also 
the transactions between William Penn, Nicholas Lucas, Gawen Lawrie, 
‘John Edridge and Edmond Warner, and shew . . . John Fenwick he hath 
no power to sell any land there, without the consent of John Edridge and 
Edmond Warner.” * Fenwick and his people were to be invited to join in 
the new plan, “according to our and his agreement in England,” and if they 
refused, “you may let the country know . . . that he hath no power over 
the persons or estates of any man or woman more than any other person.” 
All this was true, of course, so long as the conveyance to Edridge and Warner 
stood. As has been stated, they had been giving out that the sale was abso- 
lute, and they may have persuaded themselves that it was.®* The trustees 
adopted this interpretation too, at least in their public statements, which 
recite the fact of the conveyance without indicating that its meaning was in 
dispute.°° But Fenwick defied the trustee group, acted as proprictor in his 
colony, and went on selling land.*? Justice may have been on his side, but 
until he obtained a reconveyance of his tenth his legal titles were necessarily 
imperfect. No wonder that many settlers in his colony saw this and sup- 
ported the other side. The coup de grdce was administered to his preten- 
sions by the Duke of York’s confirmatory grant of West Jersey in 1680,°* 
Reciting merely that Fenwick had conveyed his tenth to Edridge and War- 
ner, it left him out entirely, and the new grant was made to the three trus- 
tees and Byllynge, Edridge, and Warner. Thereafter the interest of the latter 
two rested not only on Fenwick’s indenture but also on a direct grant from 
the original proprietor of New Jersey. Before his death Fenwick made his 
peace with Penn and designated him one of his executors. But he never 
forgave Eldridge and Warner, “the cause of his trouble;” he stipulated in

his will (1683) that they be “Brought to an accompt in order to the Recov- 
ering of the Lease.” °° 


* * * 


Like the other proprietors, Fenwick assumed that their acquisition of 
Berkeley's half of New Jersey included the right to govern as well as title 
to the land. This was a personal adventure with the Berkshire squire, not 
just a business proposition, as it apparently was with Byllynge, the bankrupt 
brewer of London. Fenwick planned to come over with his settlers and act 
as a “Lord or Chief Proprietor” in his little colony in person, not by proxy, 
just as Penn did later in his. Fenwick was so determined to come, in fact, 
that in order to get away he surrendered the tithe on which his authority 
rested. This fact seems to have made little difference to him.%° 

Moreover, he seems to have given little thought to the problem of gov- 
ernment. In comparison with the elaborate machinery devised by his fellow 
Quaker, William Penn, for Pennsylvania,"! and the “Concessions and Agree- 
ments” of 1676/7 which formed the basis of the government later instituted 
at Burlington,®* Fenwick’s ideas were rudimentary. The proposal for his 
intended colony published March 8 1674/5 merely assured prospective 
“Proprietors” that they should “be made capable of Government,” with a 
council of rotating membership.** In an agreement “ made with his pur- 
chasers shortly before the embarkation of his colonizing expedition he was 
somewhat more specific. “The governor and magistrates shall be chosen“each 
year by the advice and consent of the said proprietors and freeholders,” and 
also a council of ten or twelve, half to be chosen annually, which should have

“full power to make such laws and customs for the good of the colony and 
suppression of vice as to them shall seem most necessary and convenient.” 
What further plans of government Fenwick had, if any (once later, he de- 
clared his intention “to call an assembly”), came to naught, through the 
hostility of the Duke of York’s agents and his own fellow proprietors.

Sheriff Edmund Cantwell represented the Duke's authority in the Dela- 
ware River area, and he reported Fenwick’s arrival “by a post” to the Duke’s 
governor, Major (later Sir) Edmund Andros, at New York. That capable 
official acted with his characteristic forthrightness to protect his master’s in- 
terests, The New York Council, observing that Fenwick had no | Order,”?*¢ 
and that if he had had, he should have brought it first to New York to be 
recorded, commanded that Fenwick ‘be used civilly” and that any of the 
newcomers who might “desire land to the westward” (as some of them later 
did) should be accommodated; but forbade any recognition of him “as 
Owner or Proprietor of any land whatsoever in Delaware” and required 
the existing duties on imports to be strictly collected.*? Then ensued a spir- 
ited contest between the two resolute majors. Fenwick made the first move, 
in the summer following his arrival, when ‘‘the Proprietors, purchasers and 
freeholders now Resident in Fenwick’s Coloney” chose him as their gover- 
nor “for this present year 1676,” ® and soon afterwards he took pledges of 
allegiance to himself from a number of the inhabitants, Swedes and Dutch 
as well as English.*® Andros countered in September with a warrant to the 
Sheriff of Delaware to bring Fenwick to New York for trial before the Coun- 
cil.” Fenwick refused to obey the summons but was seized by a detachment 
of soldiers from New Castle and conveyed to New York, where he was tried 
January 1676/7 and convicted of having “Possessed himselfe of a large tract 
or Parcell of Land” within the Duke’s patent “and assuming to himselfe to

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bee Lord Cheife Proprietour etc. of the same.” A fine of £40 was imposed, 
which he declined to pay, and he was detained at New York. In the follow- 
ing August (1677) the Kent touched at New York with the first contingent 
of the Burlington emigrants on their way to West Jersey.7! Fenwick was 
released on parole to accompany them, on condition that he return by Octo- 
ber 6, which he did. This time he was told by Andros to go back to Salem 
and “go about his lawful business.” ™ 

Fenwick did not long remain idle. In May 1678 we find the New Castle 
court. meeting to consider ‘‘some new alterations on the East syde of this 
River” that he had made. It seems that he had called a meeting of the in- 
habitants (April go) at which he appointed a surveyor, a register, and other 
officials, read his title deeds, and demanded the “submission of the People” 
to his authority.** The Delaware Sheriff was an interested observer at this . 
meeting and he challenged Fenwick’s authority. When Cantwell reminded 
Fenwick of a “small Levy” laid by the New Castle court “upon the People 
on that syde,” ™ Fenwick answered that “the Court had no power to Lay 
no Levy on that syde.” “Whoesoever did pay any Levy should forfeit their 
Lands and priviledges,” and “the People should stand in their owne defence 
if any Boddy Came to demand itt.” He further forbade “Mr. Fopp Out- 
hout,” a resident of the eastern side and a justice of the New Castle court, 
who was also present, “to act any thing in the behalfe” of that court, on pain 
of forfeiting his estate. Fenwick declared that “he was subject to noe .man 
but God and the King,” and “that hee would doe or act nothing without the 
advyce of his Counsill which hee would nominate verry suddenly.” * This 
he apparently did; ** and if we may believe the New Castle justices, he not

The New York government thereupon ordered Fenwick again to “for- 
beare, the Assuming any power of Government . . . unlesse he can pro- 
duce more Authentick power out of England than hee hath yett done;” if he 
refused, he was to be taken, by force if necessary, to New York. He went, 
though reluctantly, and was tried and convicted again. He was detained for 
a time, until Andros could take new steps to checkmate the stubborn 
Quaker.”* Andros’ next move was a shrewd and logical one. He set up, Octo- 
ber 26 1678, a “Towne or Corporation” court for “Salem or Swamp Towne, 
and parts adjacent,” to meet quarterly or oftener. Six of the English settlers, 
including Nevill, Fenwick’s Secretary, and Bradway and Malster, members 
of Fenwick’s own recently-appointed council, were made “Overseers, Select 
men or Commissioners” for the “new Commers” at Salem.*? In case of any 
difference between them and the “Old Inhabitants of those parts,” Fopp 
Outhout, an “antient Inhabitant there” and a justice of the New Castle 
court, was to be one of the court and to preside over it. The court could 
appoint one or more constables, lay out land, and determine all matters not 
extending to life or limb or exceeding £5, above which an appeal was to 
lie to the court at New Castle.*® 

Thus Fenwick’s colony was formally incorporated into the judicial and 
administrative system of the government of New York, not by coercion from 
Andros, but by the acceptance of the leading Quaker inhabitants them- 
selves.*! In establishing this court Andros exhibited a practical statesmanship-

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conspicuously lacking in his opponent. Andros acted, while Fenwick blus- 
tered. True, his harassments were enough to unnerve anyone; but the fact 
sul remained that he had now been in Salem three years without setting 
up anything which could be called a systematic and continuing govern- 
mental organization beyond his own personal rule. Andros was master of 
the situation, and he demanded only recognition of the Duke’s overlordship 
pending the final settlement of the question of sovereignty. He showed no 
disposition to interfere in the local concerns of the Quaker newcomers,*? 
save to protect the old Swedish property holders. From the Quaker settlers’ 
viewpoint it was better to have a court of their own in Salem than to be 
subject to the direct rule of the New Castle court across the river. Under 
the circumstances they can hardly be condemned for finding it expedient, 
if not desirable, to submit to the authority of New York, as Burlington had 
already done. 

James Nevill seems to have been the leader in cooperating with Andros 
against Fenwick.** The Salem court's commission was for a year, and when 
it was renewed ** Nevill headed the commission instead of Penton, and Mal- 
ster was replaced by Richard Hancock, Fenwick’s Deputy Surveyor General, 
an original purchaser who had come to America with him.** However much 
it may have been opposed by Fenwick, the Salem court seems to have func- 
tioned as it was authorized to do, so far as can be determined from the scat- 
tered references to it, mostly about land matters, which have been preserved. 
In June 1679 the New Castle justices ordered a land dispute referred to “‘the 
Court att Salem, and that Justice outhout Endeauor to make an End of itt,” 
which that magistrate failed to do, for the case came back to them from the 
Salem court in the following February.*° In a Salem book of surveys the

They ordered a warrant to 
Hancock to survey a tract of land, which he did," and accepted an acknowl- 
edgement of some unnamed “fault” from John Adams, of New Salem, 
planter, and his wife (a daughter of Fenwick’s), with promises of future good 
behavior. An award of the Salem court of October 11, in an action about 
land in “Cohansey Creeke,” was appealed to the Court of Assizes at New 
York. ‘The Salem court was also entrusted with the responsibility of keep- 
ing the peace, and while its duties along that line were probably not onerous 
in a Quaker community, Nevill, as first commissioner, seems to have been 
a vigilant defender of law and order. In 1680 he wrote Andros of several 
runaway servants from Virginia who had landed in West Jersey in a stolen 
shallop. He said he had apprehended the runaways and also recovered some 
tackle taken from the boat by ex-Commissioner William Malster and several 
other men, and asked the Governor for further instructions.” Besides these 
duties, the services of the commissioners were also required occasionally in 
settling the estate of a decedent, usually in connection with the New Castle 
court." All in all, it appears, from the fragmentary information we have 
about it, that the court operated successfully under the New York-New 
Castle jurisdiction, With the prestige and power of the Duke’s government 
behind them the magistrates may have found it difficult to be strictly im- 
partial toward Fenwick’s adherents; the hotter the fight, the less discrimina- 
tion in the choice of weapons. But even Fenwick in his bitter quarrel with 
Edridge and Warner once forgot himself so far as to swear out a warrant in 
New York for the arrest of Edridge in New Jersey, in spite of his insistence 
that the Duke’s government had no jurisdiction there.”

Fenwick was so close to Ncw Castle that, had he been the most 
tactful of men, he would have had difliculty in avoiding friction with his 
Delaware neighbors; whereas Burlington was well to the north of the old 
Swedish-Dutch limits of settlement.** 

The Burlington colony was planned on a more liberal basis both as to 
land and to government than Fenwick’s colony at Salem. It will be recalled 
that by the tripartite indenture of February 10 1674/5 Fenwick accepted 
as his share one-tenth of West Jersey—ten “equal and undivided hundred 
parts” of the whole territory. These were assigned by lot; he drew numbers 
for his ten parts and the trustees took the other ninety.** This agreement 
formed the basis for the colonizing enterprises of both Salem and Burling- 
ton, but they have little else in common. Fenwick sold definite parcels of 
land, some 150,000 acres, in blocks of from 500 to 10,000 acres (one was 
20,000), before he left England; after he arrived he disposed of a few thou- 
‘sand acres more in much smaller lots.** All this activity was repudiated by 
the other proprietors, who, as noted above, contended that his interest had 
passed to Edridge and Warner, and they had joined forces with the Penn- 
Byllynge group, who had a quite difflcrent scheme for the exploitation of 
West Jersey. By their plan it was “to he divided by Lot into one hundred 
Shares, or Proprieties,” as in the currvently-popular joint-stock company. 
Purchasers of shares, ‘‘several” of which, the prospectus said, were “td be 
sold,” would receive dividends of land as the territory was bought from the 
Indians and surveyed. The promoters cncouraged people to club together, 
six, eight, twelve, or more, to buy a share, since the total amount of land 
was thought to be very large.*® Thus, the expectation was, a large number 
of small investor-settlers would be recruited, For those who wished to settle 
without becoming shareholders, small «mounts of land (twenty to seventy 
acres) were offered to each person coming or transporting a servant, subject 
to a quitrent."? . 

Having perfected their arrangements the Quaker proprietors in Eng-

were bought by groups totalling twenty-one individuals.? Many of these 
original purchasers quickly subdivided their holdings into fractions as small 
as ¥%4 of a share. Within a year the Yorkshire proprietors had sold at least 
half of their ten shares, mostly in fractions, to some twenty-six persons, all 
but six of whom emigrated.’ Shares were similarly split by other purchasers, 
even by Ollive, Kinsey, and others who were emigrating themselves, thus 
adding eighteen more small proprietors, thirteen of whom came to West 
Jersey.* In short, within a year or two under the trustees’ plan of coloniza- 
tion a quarter of the province had been parceled out to perhaps a hundred 
small proprietors. Absenteeism was discouraged by requiring land taken up 
to be settled within three years, and on conditions more favorable to emi- 
grating proprietors than to absentee owners.’ In 1680 about a third of the 
“Freeholders and Inhabitants” within the jurisdiction of the Burlington 
court were proprietors.’ In its earliest stage West Jersey as Penn and his

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associates planned it was a colony of small proprietors, who were not merely 
freeholders but shareholders in the enterprise. This was in the best demo- 
cratic tradition of the Quakers, and more liberal than Penn’s future colony 
of Pennsylvania, in which, although he shared the government with the peo- 
ple, he reserved the land to himself.? 

The “Concessions and Agreements” § issued by the proprietors in London 
for the projected colony, March 3 1676/7, provided for a “general free and 
supream assembly” of a hundred members (one for each propriety) to be 
elected as soon as divisions of the territory should be made. This body, as 
its description indicates, was to have absolute control of the province.? Mem- 
bers were required to be proprietors or freeholders, but were to be chosen 
by all the inhabitants. Elections were to be annual, and voting by ballot. 
Pending the establishment of this legislature, the affairs of the new colony 
were to be managed by ten commissioners appointed by the proprietors, 
until 1680, when they were to be chosen by a general meeting of the inhab- 
itants—unless, presumably, the assembly had been instituted in the mean- 
time. In either event, as the Quakers planned it, the people were to rule in 
West Jersey without any restrictions or reservations whatever. That their 
expectations were not entirely realized was due to the interference of the 
Duke's government and to a change of heart on part of Byllynge himself. 


* * * 


The first shipload of colonists under the Concessions reached the Dela- 
ware in August 1677,!° in charge of nine commissioners appointed by the 
proprietors (and all but two of them proprietors themselves)," with power 
“to order and manage the estate and affairs” of the province according to the 
Concessions. The commissioners, no doubt aware of the difficulties Fen- 
wick had been encountering with New York, took the precaution on reach- 
ing this side of the Atlantic of calling first on Andros, “to acquaint him with 
their design; for [as Samuel Smith puts it] tho’ they had concluded the pow- 
ers they had from the proprietors, were sufficient to their purpose; they 
thought it a proper respect to the duke of York’s commission, to wait on 
his governor upon the occasion.” It was well they did. When they started to

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argue with him Andros, “clapping his hand on his sword, told them, that 
[he] should defend the government from them, till he received orders from 
the duke, his master, to surrender it; he however softened, and told them, 
he would do what was in his power, to make them easy, till they could send 
home to get redress; and in order thereto, would commissionate the same 
persons mentioned in the commission they produced. ‘This they accepted, 
and undertook to act as magistrates under him, till further orders came from 
England, and proceed in relation to their land affairs, according to the meth- 
ods prescribed by the proprietors.” Thus the Burlington commissioners 
made a discreet detour around the “unexpected and disagreable” problem 
of sovereignty.'? Thereby they saved themselves the years of bickering and 
confusion that had frustrated Fenwick, and they could proceed at once to 
their more immediate business, the distribution and settlement of the land, 
while the other matter was being negotiated in England. 

The commissioners '* were probably all Quakers. Thomas Ollive, who 
headed the list, seems to have been the leader of the first group of emigrants, 
and was an outstanding figure in the early years of the Burlington colony. 
His name and that of Daniel Wills, second on the list, appear constantly in 
the records printed in this volume, as do, to a lesser extent, most of the 
others.'* We do not know how far they considered themselves morally obli- 
gated to act in the name of the Duke. They failed to pass on to posterity any 
record of their magisterial proceedings during what we may call the “Andros 
period”—an omission which it is difficult to believe was purely acci- 
dental.* It is clear, however, that others, if not the Burlington Quakers 
themselves, looked upon them as being definitely under the judicial juris- 
diction of New York. A traveller through the Delaware River region in 
1679 mentions three “minor courts,” at Salem, Upland (on the west side), 
and Burlington, as subordinate to the “high court of the South River” at 
New Castle, the “capital of justice.” Nor did the Burlingtonians deny this 
subordination. In the same year a suit involving the ownership of Lessa 
Point, which had come before “the magestrates of Burlington” without 
their making an “End of itt,” was with their consent removed to the court 
at Upland." 

‘The Burlington people were indeed disappointed to find themselves un- 
der another jurisdiction. As one proprictor wrote, “The place I like very 
well . . . But if it be not made free, I mean as to the customs and govern-

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ment, then it will not be so well.” 27 But the policy of the commissioners was 
to maintain amicable relations with Andros while Penn and his friends in 
England used their influence with the Duke to perfect their title. ‘The com- 
missioners succeeded so well that there is only one instance of friction to 
record. It was specified in the proprietors’ Concessions that the commission- 
ers appointed by them were to govern the province until March 25 1680, 
when the resident “Proprietors, freeholders, and inhabitants” were to meet 
and elect ten men to be commissioners for the ensuing year, and so an- 
nually until a “general free Assembly” should be instituted.** Free elections 
had no place in the Duke’s authoritarian regime on the Delaware, but this 
election nevertheless took place at the appointed time. ‘This is known not 
from any mention of it in the West Jersey records, but from the unfavor- 
able notice taken of it by the New York government, whose Council minutes 
of May 21 1680 record: 


‘Phomas Badd committed yesterday to the sheriff for writing and signing and 
sending abroad writings at Burlington and mecting together according to appoint- 
ment March 25 and the signing to a paper. 

A special warrant to the sheriff to keepe the above Bud in Custody, untill he 
shall produce those papers signed and disperst, etc.*

It appears therefore that popular government began in West Jersey on 
schedule—government by a compact or agreement to which all concerned 
“voluntarily and freely set our hands.” *° We may reasonably infer that at

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the meeting which Thomas Budd promoted commissioners were elected 
in conformity with the requirements of the Concessions, and that the old 
commissioners then sent the names to New York as nominations for a new 
-, comuussion. ‘That Andros was not too scriously offended by these proceed- 
ings is evident from his willingness to name five of the eight recommended 
to a new commission for the Burlington court. These five were, beyond any 
reasonable doubt, the five listed in the court proceedings of June 1680, on 
page one of this book. That court therefore was held by the authority of the 
Duke, although the record carefully refrains from saying so. Neither is any 
mention made of the Concessions. Instead, to indicate the popular basis of 
the proceedings, the names were recorded of all the inhabitants who were 
to “doe their sute’—that is, to be in attendance, as the ancient custom of 
English local courts required.*! In this way the Burlington Quakers took a 
step forward toward self-government without repudiating the authority of 
the Duke. The absence of Salem names from this list indicates that Fenwick’s 
colony was not included within the Burlington jurisdiction, and the Salem 
_ court continued to function under the ducal authority.** The continued def- 
erence of the Burlington immigrants to New York is illustrated by “the in- 
habitants of the new seated Towne nere the falls of Delaware (called Crew- 
corne),”’ who, April 12 1680, petitioned Andros to suppress the sale of strong 
liquor to the Indians. In September, when the official he appointed would 
not entorce the Council’s order, the Crewcorne people suggested that the 
“Elected Commissioner’’—that is, Mahlon Stacy, one of those elected at Bur- 
lington and commissioned by the New York government—be allowed to do 
so. ‘There was no response to this suggestion, but news was already on its 
way across the Atlantic which put an end of New York authority in New 
Jersey. The claims of the Quakers were finally confirmed by the Duke of 


York.*4 
GOVERNMENT IN WEST JERSEY, 1680-1708 


Through the efforts 6f Penn and others the Duke of York was finally 
persuaded to relinquish his claim to customs duties in West Jersey,*? and 
with it all his rights to the territory, in a deed of confirmation or release 
dated August 6 1680.?° Most of the Quakers’ troubles were over, but not all. 
A new but smaller fly was introduced into the ointment. By this deed James

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eliminated himself from the scene, and by his granting West Jersey to the 
three trustees and Byllynge, Edridge, and Warner, Fenwick was eliminated 
too; but the government unexpectedly was settled upon Byllynge in per- 
son, not upon the group, and thus the Quakers in West Jersey found that 
they had merely exchanged one master for another. ‘Prue, they could cope 
with Byllynge on a more equal footing, as they proceeded to do, but in the 
end he won out, retaining his right of proprictorial sovereignty over the 
province. The fact is important not because Byllynge or his successors tyr- 
annized over West Jersey people but because it was a contributing cause of 
the subsequent surrender of the proprictorial government to the Crown. 

Byllynge, living up to his contemporary reputation for shrewdness,** 
seems to have enginecred. this startling mmmovation himself, by tendering 
James a deed already drawn up for him to sign. ‘Vo the objection that the 
Duke’s legal counsel had neither drawn nor signed the document, Byllynge 
“urged the necessity of it now,” as a ship with emigrants was ready to sail 
to West Jersey with it; and so the Duke signed.** Byllynge’s master stroke 
was in the nature of a fait accompli, and there was not much the Quaker 
leaders could do about it except to urge moderation upon both sides—that 
is, upon the new lord proprietor in England and his angry subjects on this 
side of the ocean—and in this they were, on the whole, successful. The West 
Jersey people were persuaded to choose Byllynge as governor; and he desig- 
nated as his deputy Samuel Jenings, who had been sent over with a new com- 
mission from the whole group of trustees and owners shortly before tte 
issuing of James’ grant.’° 

There was nothing in the Concessions about a governor of any sort; 
but legally speaking self-government under the Concessions ended August 6 
1680—that is, before it could get under way—with the bestowal of the gov- 
ernment upon Byllynge. Jenings called an assembly which met November 
1681, drew up some “fundamentals” protecting its constituents against pos- 
sible tyranny by governors, and then upon his acceptance of these provisions 
“accepted and received” Jenings as “Deputy Governor,” after which they 
enacted a mass of legislation’ During its session of May 1683 the assembly 
elected Jenings governor, and sponsored a mecting of all the treeholders ot 
the province, which resolved “that the purchase at first made, was of land 
and government together;” that Byllynge and the trustees were bound “‘to 
make good the former contract of the land and government to the pur- 
chasers;” that the assembly would stand by the Concessions; and that an

instrument should be drawn up and sent to “some trusty friends in Lon- 
don” (including George Fox) for Byllynge to sign, “whereby to confirm his 
first bargain and sale he made to the freeholders of this Province, of land 
and government together.” *! In 1684 they sent Jenings and Thomas Budd 
to England to press their case, electing Thomas Ollive governor after Jen- 
ings’ departure.*? The matter was thoroughly discussed among the English 
Quaker leaders, George Fox himself attending a dozen conferences on the 
“New Jarcey business.” ** The result was a defeat for the West Jersey peo- 
ple: Byllynge, they decided, was entitled to the government by the grant of 
1680 and could not legally divide it; but he should confirm the Conces- 
sions.*4 

It is a tribute to the Quaker spirit of discipline that they acquiesced in 
this award, even though Byllynge did not confirm the Concessions. The 
assembly continued Ollive as governor, ‘rejecting a Byllynge appointee 
named William Welch.** In 1685 Byllynge appointed a new deputy gov- 
ernor in the person of John Skene, a resident of some prominence in the 
colony, having been elected to the Council in 1683.°" His new dignity weigh- 
ing heavily upon him, Skene made a dramatic entrance into the Burlington 
court, November 1685, read his commission, shooed Governor Ollive and 
the magistrates off the bench, and adjourned the court till next Morning. 
[He may have intended to appoint new justices, but if so he was disappointed, 
The court met not next day but six weeks later. In the meantime the as- 
sembly had met, bowed to the new commission (but “reserving their just 
rights and privileges”), appointed a committee to inspect Byllynge’s new 
charter, and elected a new slate of justices, as:was their annual custom, How- 
ever, at the ensuing session of court (December 15 1685) it was definitely 
declared that the court was held by Byllynge’s “power and Authority,” 
Skene continued as governor, the court minutes show, until August 1688— 
in November he is merely a justice. In April of that year James, now king, 
had annexed the Jerseys to New England and New York in a new “Domin- 
ion of New England,” ® with their old nemesis, Andros, as governor. He did 
not bother the Jerseys much, appearing in West Jersey August 18 only to 
take over the province oflicially. Skene was authorized to distribute new

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commissions (with accompanying charges) for all incumbent officers and to 
have them deliver their records to him to be sent to Andros; but he seems 
to have collected neither fees nor records. 

James’ “Dominion” eliminated West Jersey’s Assembly for the time 
being. But the Glorious Revolution of 1688 soon drove James from the 
throne in England and Andros from his post in America, From the de- 
parture of Andros’ lieutenant in June 1689 until 1692 West Jersey seems 
to have been without either legislature or governor.’? The only local gov- 
ernment during this period was exercised through the courts, whose mill of 
justice ground on unperturbed, governor or no governor, assembly or no 
assembly, as the court minutes show. The lineup of justices on the Burling- 
ton bench during this interregnum remains unchanged. The local head of 
government, so far as there could be said to be any, was still John Skene, 
who though no longer governor continued to preside over the court.* But 
_ his colleagues were not overawed, judging from the alacrity with which they 
slapped him down whenever his name was called trom the other side of the 
bench. 

Meanwhile the death of Byllynge had changed the proprietorial pic- 
ture. Future governor-proprietors were destined to be non-Quakers. In 1687 
Byllynge’s heirs sold their inheritance to Dr. Daniel Coxe, court physician 
and dabbler in colonial enterprises.** “Ihe question of sovereignty was no 
longer debatable, he told West Jersey people, but he would abide by their 
“fundamentals,” unless contrary to the laws of England, which, in his opin- 
ion, “extend to our colony.” But Coxe’s enthusiasm waned and in 1691 he 
conveyed most of his twenty-two propricties and the government to a group 
of forty-eight men, mostly London merchants, who were not prospective 
immigrants but merely land speculators.’ “This “West Jersey Society” in 
1692 appointed as their “Commissioner and Deputy Governor” Andrew 
Hamilton, a Scotch merchant of East Jersey, who was already governor of 
that province, and a man of prudence and tact, the best-liked governor, 
perhaps, that colonial New Jersey ever had.!* Under Hamilton the legisla- 
tire was revived, but on a bicameral basis with a council and a house of 
representatives? Hamilton, who spent most of his time in East Jersey and 
seldom found time to preside over West Jersey court sessions, was author- 
ized by his commission to appoint a deputy of his own in the western prov- 
ince. This he did, in the person of Edward Hunloke, a prominent Bur- 
lington merchant. During Skene’s regime Hunloke had been second on the

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list of justices, and when the ex-Governor died in 1690 Hunloke moved up 
to first place. At first he was designated as ‘Deputy Governor,” and as such 
he presided over the Gloucester court also; * and though this title was soon 
dropped in the court minutes, he continued to head the bench as long as 
he remained on it.*? 

In 1697 the West Jersey Society in an ill-advised moment decided to 
replace Hamilton with Jeremiah Basse, an Anabaptist preacher turned 
adventurer, who had been acting as their land agent. Basse arrived in Bur- 
lington in his gubernatorial capacity April 1698. Hamilton and the Quaker 
assembly refused to recognize him as governor, but he appointed a council 
(including John Tatham, Thomas Revell, John Jewell, and Edward Ran- 
dolph, none of them Quakers) and magistrates.*° The latter were at first 
prevented by violence from holding court, but at length, with the governor 
at their head, effected an entrance into the court house and began their 
duties." The sessions recorded in the Burlington minutes between August 
1698 and November 1699 were held under Basse’s authority, he being 
present at three. Fourteen justices appeared on the bench at various times 
during this period, most of them non-Quakers or ex-Quakers.*? The court

He was plaintiff in gs, suits, mostly for debt, 
In one of them he was accused of keeping false books; in another the jury intervened to protect 
the defendant; in a third a witness declared she would give two servants their time before Hunloke 
should have them (below, pp- 81, 83, 180, 111). Hunloke prospered and in spite of local unpopular- 
ity enjoyed the confidence of the non-Quaker ruling element. He acted as land agent for Dr. Coxe, 
Wgi-2 (NIA, xxi, 432: below, PP. '8 4-113). When Hamilton became gevernor of both the Jerseys 
Hunloke became his deputy for the western province, His commission as such was read in the court 
in Noy. wge and the last time he was noted under that title was in Oct. 1693. He was commissioned 
Collector of the Port of Burlington in i695 (NJA, xxi, 499, and see below, pp. 188, 200). Unlike 
Thomas Revell (see below, Pp. Xxxix), during the Basse controversy Hunloke supported the 
Hamilton-Quaker party, on the returi of which to power he became clerk and recorder for the 
Burlington jurisdiction, 1699, and so remained until his death in 1702. He was also clerk of the coun- 
cil, 1700, 1701 (Leaming and Spicer, pp. 566, 569, 577, 579, 587; below, p. 265). He was named on 
Cornbury’s provincial council upon the surrender in 1702 but died before that body convened 
(NJA, iii, 1). Between 1691 and 1694 he married (doubtless a second wife) Mary daughter of the 
Quaker Richard Basnett (NJ, xxi, 489).

England fared badly in a suit brought against him by a French resident.** 
Henry Beck was apparently violently dissatisfied with the new order and 
was comunitted.** John Hollinshead boycotted the court and lost a case the 
decision on which a later Quaker court refused to enforce against him.* 
Burlington Constable James Satterthwait was also fined (10 for searching 
a house with no more authorization than that of Burgess Hollinshead.** 
Treasurer Peter Fretwell refused to acknowledge the court’s authority and 
was committed, while the redoubtable Samuel Jenings was presented by 
the grand jury for saying that the governor’s commission was unlawful. 

However, Basse’s day was a short one. The only reason that the West 
Jersey Society had changed governors was because of doubt whether Ham- 
ilton, as a Scotchman, was eligible. Being now informed that he was, they 
reappointed him, August 1699, and at the February 1699/1700 court a 
general housecleaning took place, Basse and his adherents were swept out, 
and the familiar faces of Mahlon Stacy, Francis Davenport, Daniel Wills, 
and other good Quakers reappeared on the bench.°* 

The return of Hamilton restored the Quaker ascendancy in West 
Jersey, but it also sharpened the line of cleavage which had developed be- 
tween the Quaker and anti-Quaker elements in the population. Though the 
validity of Hamilton's new commission was questioned, the Quaker court 
would brook no criticism of him. When Benjamin Borden, a violent ant- 
Hamiltonian of East Jersey,°® appeared in the western province and “‘de- 
famed” the governor by “supposing” that he “was run away,” the court, 
with Hamilton on the bench, fined Borden (100."° The anti-Quaker faction 
made trouble wherever they could. They encouraged the “beliefe that no 
Act of Government could be done under the present Administration.” In 
March 1700/1 a mob invaded Burlington, broke into the prison, and

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rescued two fomenters of discord contitied there because they would not 
find sureties for good behavior. The peaceful Quakers were at.a disadvan- 
tage in dealing with mobs." Some of the ringleaders were presented at the 
next court but nothing was done to them. Lhe antul-Quakers also encour- 
aged the people not to pay the provincial tax which had recently been 
levied, and judging from entries in the Burlington record they achieved 
great success in this endeavor.*® 

These disorders caused, or at least hastened, the doom of proprictary 
rule in West Jersey. The West Jersey Society was neither pro- nor anti- 
Quaker; its members, like business men in every age, wanted peace and 
prosperity. Conditions in West Jersey were less disturbed than in Kast, but 
there was steady pressure from the Crown to surrender the government, 
Which the Society was unwilling or unable to resist. At length it joined 
With the East Jersey proprietors in yielding up the government, attempting 
only to preserve some of the popular rights of the inhabitants, and in par- 
ticular to keep Hamilton as governor. These efforts failed. ‘There were no 
reservations in the surrender, and Hamilton’s job was given to a cousin of 
the Queen, Lord Cornbury.*

“The surrender,” wrote William Penn, ‘was knavishly contrived to 
betray the people.” ® It need not have taken place, had James been. in less 
of a hurry to sign Byllynge’s draft of the grant, back in 1680. The Quakers 
Were disappointed to lose their rights of government, but they were inured 
to disappointment and could take this calamity in their stride. ‘The sur- 
render was dated April 15 1702, but Cornbury’s commission and instruc- 
tions as governor of the united Province of New Jersey were not issued till 
the latter part of the year, and he did not publish his commission in Bur- 
lington until August 13 1703." In the ineantime the Quaker justices con- 
tinued to hold court at Burlington up to May 1703, when they adjourned 
because of the death of “Coll: Andrew Hamilton Our Governour.”

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The accession of Cornbury marks not only the end of the Quakers’ 
judicial supremacy in Burlington but also their complete withdrawal from 

_the court. The Burlington Court Book itself is silent on the events of this 
period, “Severall Minutes of Court and other things done” from Cornbury’s 
arrival to December 1704 not being entered in the record.*® Shortly after 
his arrival in Burlington, and while his ordinance establishing courts was 
being formulated, he appointed a “High Sheriff,” a coroner, and a clerk 
for Burlington, all of them Anglicans.”? Under date of August 20 he issued 
a commission of the peace to Samuel Jenings and eighteen others. Seven 
of the nineteen justices thus appointed were Quakers, probably fewer than 
their population in the county entitled them to, and a sad come-down from 
the virtual judicial monopoly which they had hitherto enjoyed. Three 
days later Cornbury commissioned Jenings as judge of common pleas, to 
be assisted by any two of seven named justices, two of whom were Quak- 
ers.” So in the pleas also the Quakers were in the minority, three to five. 
Whether the Friends, thus outnumbered, attended any of the unrecorded 
sessions during “Captaine Jewells time” it is impossible to say, but they 
certainly did not appear at any session subsequently recorded in this vol- 
ume. In this policy of noncooperation it seems that Samuel Jenings took 
the lead. On March 2g 1703/4 Cornbury, reciting that Jenings ‘being a 
quaker does not thinke Convenient to Sit as Judge” of pleas, and that “‘the 
Execution of Justice hath been very much delayed” thereby, issued a new 
pleas commission for Revell as judge, to act with any two justices. The 
commission of the peace, however, was not renewed until November 6 
1705, and even the new one was not wholly devoid of Quakers, Jenings, 
Davenport, and Deacon being included by virtue of their membership in 
the council. It is clear therefore that the Quakers’ retirement from the 
Burlington court was voluntary; when control passed from their hands, 
they chose to get out entirely rather than to continue as a minority. 

The new head of the Burlington judiciary, ‘Thomas Revell, was the 
outstanding “career man” in the West Jersey proprietary government. An 
early settler anda protégé of the Quakers though not one himself, he had,

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after many years of governmental service, broken with his Quaker em- 
ployers during Basse’s governorship.** He now passed into the Cornbury 
camp, and henceforth presided over Burlington judicial sessions, in com- 
pany with other local men who had come to the fore in the Basse era: 
Nathaniel Westland, a warden of St. Mary’s Church, and several apostate 
Quakers turned Anglican, William Budd, Daniel Leeds, Robert Wheeler, 
William Hewlings, and Michael and Joshua Newbold.*! Under Cornbury 
the Quakers remained a power in the assembly but lost the courts to the 
Anglican party, which, by cooperating with Cornbury, sought to dominate 
West Jersey politics. St. Mary’s, as a recent writer observes, became a sort of 
Tammany Hall of West Jersey.”

He was a member of Hamilton's council in 1697 (ibid., ii, 146), and 
probably had been from its beginning, for during 1693-1695, when he was clerk of the court, we 
find him occasionally on the bench or otherwise acting as a justice (below, PP. 1577-184), a combi- 
nation of duties which could be explained by his being a councillor and therefore a justice ex 
officio, He continued as clerk and recorder till 1696. He broke with the Quakers during the Basse 
regime. When the West Jersey Society appointed Basse governor they made him and Revell their 
agents (NJA, xxi, 504). He accepted membership on Basse’s council (NJA, ii, 209) and sat regularly 
in the Burlington court, second to John Tatham, the presiding justice, as long as the Basse inter- 
lude lasted (below, pp. 205-226). Naturally, when Basse was ousted, Revell was out too. Thereafter 
he worked against Hamilton and the Quakers for the surrénder of West Jersey to the Crown, and 
in due season got his reward, being a member of the council and president of the Burlington court 
under Cornbury and becoming one of that unworthy governor’s tools (NJ.L, ii, 38.,; ii, 301; xiii, 
gor; below, p. 292). He became third judge of the provincial supreme court in 1708 (Comunissions, 
AAA, p. 85). St. Mary’s Church was organized in 1702, but Revell made no subscription to it until

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xl INTRODUCTION 


THE Courts AND THEIR Work, 1680-1709 


Having sketched the political background of the Burlington Court 
Book, we must turn to a more systematic consideration of the judicial 
organization of West Jersey. As we have scen,*® the cominissioners appointed 
by the proprietors in 1677 to manage the affairs of the infant colony until 
government under the Concessions could be instituted, actually were 
obliged to act as magistrates under the authority of the Duke of York; and 
the commissioners chosen by popular vote in 1680 also functioned under 
the ducal authority. What officers the court had before 1680 we do not 
know, but at that time, besides the magistrates, there were a clerk, a con- 
stable, and (as the Concessions required) * a trial jury of twelve. In March 
1681, after the Duke had yielded the government to Byllynge, another 
popular election took place. Ten commissioners, who were magistrates, 
were elected, and a sheriff, two constables, a register, and a surveyor, for 
the Burlington jurisdiction, besides certain oflicers for Salem. Since there 
was as yet no assembly, the court issued several orders which amounted 
to legislation, regarding such matters as the sale of liquor, the rate of ex- 
change for money, and the taking up ol lands.** We also find the Burling- 
ton court confronted with that perennial problem of colonial courts, how 
to secure the proper respect for its authority; and a person is bound over 
“for affronting the Constable.” 7” 

From the time the assembly began to meet, in November 1681, judictfal 
officers were elected by that body rather than by direct popular vote.° “The 
commissioners became a council, whose members were justices ex officio. 
In addition to the ten councillor-justices there were from six to eleven 
additional justices for the Burlington jurisdiction. ‘Three could hold 
court.*' Attendance varied; it was usually from five to seven, seldom fewer 
than four or more than nine. A trial for rape in 1686 produced a record 
attendance—thirteen, including Governor Skene.*? The labor turnover on 
the bench was small. Some justices were seldom seen there, but the faces 
of others appeared regularly year after year; the most familiar was that of 
Quaker Justice William Biddle, whose span of service, 1682-1702, Covers 
almost the entire proprietorial period, during which time he sat at seventy

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sessions of court. Thomas Revell was clerk from 1680 to 1696.** The sheriff's 
oflice changed more frequently," and that of constable, annually. From 
1682 to May 1685, the constables were included among the officers of gov- 
ernment named by the omnipotent assembly.” In: the following December, 
in the first court under Skene, a list of “Constables Ghosen” (including, 
for the first and only time, a “High Constable”), appears on the minutes, 
and the names of constables are entered regularly thereafter.’ The minutes 
are silent as to how these constables were selected during Skene’s governor- 
ship, but from the early 1690's, at the latest, they were chosen by the town- 
ships or towns. The hiring of substitutes was not uncommon, ‘The burden 
of presenting a successor lay upon the retiring constable, and failing therein 
he was liable to be continued in office himself? As in England, the con-

In England at this time constables of hundreds (“head,” “chief,” or “high” constables) were 
“in the preat majority of cases” chosen by the justices in county quarter sessions. “Petty” constables 
of parishes, townships, or manors were originally appointed at the court lect and so continued in 
parts of the country, especially in the north; but elsewhere, particularly throughout the southern 
counties, they too were appointed by quarter sessions. “Phe inhabitants of the parish never ac 
quired any legal right to interfere with his [the petty coustable's| selection or appointnent"" (s, 
and B. Webb, op. cit., 489, 27-28). Both kinds were chosen by quarter sessions in Oxtordshire in 
1687, when several chief and petty constables petitioned to be relieved, Each petitioner nominated 
{wo or three persons as successors, the first named of which is marked “electus” in the record, Ap- 
parently they were appointed for and were obliged to serve only one year. See M.S. Gretton, Ox- 
fordshire Justices of the Peace in the Seventeenth Century (Oxford, 1934), 32, 48.

When Cornbury took over in New Jersey his council agreed (Aug. 21 1703) “that all Con- 
stables be Chosen Yearly at the Quarter Sessions by the Justices then presen" (NIA, xiii, 306). If this 
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stable’s office was an unattractive one, without prestige and occasionally 
hazardous. In Burlington, however, cases of “‘affronting”’ the constable seem 
to have been comparatively few.** 

As the business of the court expanded with the increase of population, 
its organization kept pace. Trial juries were required by the Concessions 
but no need of a grand jury was felt until 1684.*° It is not until 1686, under 
Skene, that there is any mention of a prosecuting or king’s attorney.” 

The Quaker founders of the Burlington colony were determined that 
justice should be open, easy, and cheap, and all were free to plead their 
own causes without necessity “to fee any attorney or councillor.” ** In those 
days some legal knowledge was more likely to be part of a man’s polite 
education than it is now; * and Burlington seems to have managed till the 
end of the seventeenth century with but one local professional lawyer. 
From that time on, however, the services of men skilled in the law were in 
greater request. By 1705/6, when a plaintiff appeared in court with two 
lawyers, we may feel confident that the modern era had arrived.” 

In a burst of generosity the proprietors also in the Concessions exempted 
everyone imprisoned ‘“‘upon any account whatsoever” from paying any fees 
to the “officers of said prison, either when cominitted or discharged.” But 
the settlers would not go that far, and the first assembly omitted this pro- 


meant literally that the courts were to select constables, rather than accepting choices of the town- 
ships, the practice did not continue in Burlington County very long. Chesterfield did indeed faib to 
note the choice of a constable among its township officers in 1703, but its choices are entered most 
of the time thereafter (see minutes cited above). In December 1704, the first recorded Burlington 
minutes of the Cornbury era, the constables appeared and made their “return of new constables,” 
just as they had done under proprietary rule. A year later they “presented” the new constables; 
later lists are given of new constables “chosen,” and the last of such lists in this volume says “ap- 
pointed,” suggesting that the court’s appointment, not the township's election, was the determining 
factor (below, pp. 281, 292, 306, 319, 330, 336). Among the new constables chosen in 1706 was Wil- 
liam Watson for Nottingham. When he did not appear at the next session the court fined him, and 
the township for not choosing a “fitt man” for consiable. But the court did not remove Watson; 
it just kept on fining him for non-aitendance (below, pp. 19, 321, 325). Nor do there seem to have 
been double nominations during this period. In 1709 Northampton began to “nominate” two per- 
sons, the second moving up to first place the following year; but Chesterfield continued to “choose” 
one man only (sce minutes, as above).

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hibition from their laws confirming various provisions of the Concessions.” 
‘The judiciary was expected to pay its own way as far as possible. In the simple 
but effective procedure of the early Quaker court, a person whose prose- 
cution on a criminal charge was actually begun was likely to be convicted. 
However, in 1696 and again in 1702 persons bound to court and then cleared 
by proclamation nevertheless paid their fees, and from 1701 it was a regu- 
lar practice, when a person was held for court and nothing appeared against 
him, to dismiss him, ‘‘paying his fees.’’ % After the surrender, when the 
Burlington grand jury was not seeing eye to eye with the provincial attor- 
ney general and returned several of his presentments ignoramus, the bench 
nevertheless assessed costs upon the defendants.** Against this last practice 
the provincial house of representatives remonstrated with Cornbury, and 
was upheld by the English legal authorities: “the Person accused not being 
properly in Court till arraigned before the Petty Jury, no fees till then can 
be demanded.” % 

While the internal workings of the Burlington court were growing more 
intricate and expensive, the whole judicial system of West Jerscy was also 
expanding. In the Burlington democracy of the Concessions, the people were 
to rule through their elected assembly, which was also the supreme execu- 
tive and the court of last resort as well.” However, appeals from Burlington 
decisions were infrequent. The first was made in 1684 by the otherwise- 
minded Samuel Coles. The verdict in a land suit having gone against him 
he “requires an Appeale for England,” which the court for what would 
seem to be sufficient reasons refused.'°? No other litigant had the temerity 
to look overseas for justice, but there were several who invoked the higher 
authority of the assembly. In 1686 a defendant, assessed (25, damages for pull- 
ing down a house, was refused an appeal because he could give no security 
to prosecute it. In 1690 ex-Governor Skene was ordered by the court to

To whom 
Skene wished to appeal is problematical, in this interval between the down- 
fall of the second Andros regiine and the resumption of proprietorial govern- 
ment in 1692. Failure to specify “‘to the assembly” suggests rather definitely 
that in 16go that body was not meeting; but it was by May 1692, and on the 
11th of that month we find a defendant asking for an appeal to the assembly, 
which the court, “though they find noe Law for it in the book of Assemblies 
Acts,” were not unwilling to grant. 

In the following November a similar request was granted,‘ but this was 
the last. West Jersey was now under the guidance of the popular and politic 
Hamilton. The assembly had just voted to meet only once instead of twice a 
year,’ thus adding to the delay litigants could expect in taking their cases to 
the legislature. An act of October 1693, citing the inconvenience of the lack 
of a court “into which all appeals in law may be made,” established a ‘Su- 
preme Court of Appeals,” to meet semiannually with “power of hearing 
and determining all appeals in law from any of the inferior courts in all 
civil actions of the value of five pounds and upwards.” It was to consist of 
one or more of the justices of each county and of the governor’s council, any 
three, one being of the council, to be a quorum.® 

At first there was a tendency for litigants to rush to the new tribunal, 
and the court saved hotheads from themselves by subjecting them to a 
cooling-off period. In two cases’ the court’s action on requests for appeal — 
was postponed till the next day, by which time the appellants had changed 
their minds. In another * the appeal was granted but the parties were in- 
duced to refer the case, which was then agreed, and both were “satisfyed 
and discharged.”’ Of the five requests for appeals (including one “to Equity’’) 
from 1693/4 through 1695, only two were persisted in. In one of these ® 
the provincial court successfully employed the same kind of delaying action 
that the lower court had-used. When the case came up the court adjourned 
for six days, “the Appeallant and the Appealee agree,” and the appeal was 
withdrawn, In the remaining six appeals to the Burlington court, 1697-1699, 
the bench allowed matters to take their course except in one instance, where 
appeal was refused because the case was under value.'® In the one case among 
these of which we know the result, the judgment of the lower court was 
confirmed."

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At the same time that the court of appeals was established, “An Act 
for a Court of Oyer and Terminer” was also passed. The preamble described 
the “great inconveniency” hitherto expericneed for the want of such a court 
“for the tryal of capital crimes, by reason whereof such offenders have and 
may be of great burden and charge to the Province during their imprison- 
ment.” Accordingly the court was declared erected, with a judge to be ap- 
pointed by the governor with advice of his council, to be assisted by “two 
or more justices of that county where the fact may arise.” '? The need of 
a high criminal court had been strikingly illustrated by a murder which had 
been committed in Salem County, November 1691, during the interregnum 
before the resumption of legislative government under Hamilton, The mur- 
derer was convicted before the county court of Salem, which had no au- 
thority to sentence him but did so anyway on petition of the juries and 
many other responsible local residents."® Salem County seems to have been 
more afflicted with desperate characters than Burlington, requiring sev- 
eral special commissions of oyer and terminer during the next few years." 
Only one such court is recorded in the Burlington minutes, in 1694, when 
a servant girl was accused of murdering her bastard child. An attempt was 
made to apply the English statute requiring that, when the mother secreted 
the fact of the birth, she must prove the child born dead; but Hamilton and 
the others on the bench brushed this aside with ad terrorem and the woman: 
Was acquitted." 

The establishment of convenient and conventional higher courts was 
the most important judicial reform of Hamilton’s administration. There 
was still no recognition of any right to take an appeal to the king, but that 
was coming. The contest with Basse had drawn Hamilton and the Quakers 
closer together, and after he was restored to the governorship an act was 
passed in which concessions were made both to Quaker peculiarities ™ and

And finally, appeals above {20 could 
now go from this provincial court to the assembly, and from there also, 
the Quaker legislators grudgingly acknowledged, to the king.'®* Thus, on 
the eve of the surrender of the Jerseys to the Crown, the Quakers of West 
Jersey at last cleared a judicial path from the subject to the king—but too 
late to be of much use to Samuel Coles.

How- 
ever, no such law was needed in the Burlington court, where for over a decade no oath was ever ad- 
ministered to any witness, juror, or official of government, Such persons instead took an “attesta- 
tion” to tell the whole truth or perform their proper duties (below, pp. 40, 45, 64, 66, 151, etc.) ‘The 
first oath recorded in the minutes was in 1692, in the course of a homicide trial, when the jury 
were “attested” as usual but the witnesses, none apparently Quakers, were all sworn and gave their 
testimony on oaths which doubtless were administered by Justice Edward Hunloke, the only non- 
Quaker on the bench (below, p. 137). In 1695 William Atkinson, originally a Quaker but not one 
in 1705 when he took an oath, was fined for refusing “to take Attest on the Traverse Jury” (below, 
p- 182); but it is not clear whether he was insisting on an oath or refusing to serve at all. The next 
Burlington oath-taking came in 1698 during the Basse anti-Quaker regime, when several witnesses 
were sworn (below, p. 210). After the restoration of Quaker control witnesses were permitted but 
seemingly not encouraged to swear, for only two did. They were Thomas Clark, the lawyers and 
Daniel Leeds (below, pp. 230, 233). Poetic justice overtook Clark later when a Burlington constable 
presented him “for Swearing by his Maker in Vaine” (below, p. go4). Leeds was deserting the 
Quaker fold and by way, no doubt, of publicly confirming his defection desired to take the oath 
“according to the Law of England.” It was so administered “by order of” Justice Joshua Newbold, 
another ex-Quaker—and, we may infer from this circumstance, without the blessing of the other 
sitting justices, who were all old-line Quakers. But with these few exceptions local non-Quakers 
forbore to grate upon the sensibilities of Burlington Friends by insisting upon “swearing strange 
oaths” in their court. For example, Hunloke, though he pronrised “to Swear before Some Magis- 
trate” to the truth of an account, took the usual attestation «as a Witness, and so did George 
Willis, the Anglican inn-keeper (below, PP- 222, 231, 241). 

Upon the inauguration of royal rule under Cornbury in 1703 witnesses were either sworn or 
attested (below, pp. 294 ff), and so were juries, until almost the end of this volume. Cornbury’s in- 
structions were so specific in allowing Quakers to serve in “places of trust or profit” that he did not 
try to get around them (NJ, iii, 2-3). But under Ingoldsby the Burlington anti-Quakers began to 
eliminate Fricnds from juries, as the last pages of this record show. The court required oaths from 
all whose religious beliefs were not repugnant thereto, and Quakers had to present proof of mem- 
bership (below, pp. 339, 342). These were reasonable requirements. But when the oath was de- 
manded of the September 1709 grand jury the Quaker majority refused to swear, and then the court 
ordered the sheriff to make up another panel of non-Quakers (below, p. 341). This he seems to have 
done, for the next jury were all sworn except one, according to the minutes (below, p. 342). Here 
our volume ends, and the lack of further Burlington records till 1733 prevents the tracing of the 
dispute from this point in the Burlington court. But the Quakers lost out. In 1716 Governor Robert 
Hunter complained of their exclusion from juries, even though they were “Almost the Only men 
of Substance Sence and probity” in the county (NJA, iv, 234; on this subject further see the ref- 
erences cited in Kemmerer, op. cil., pp. 91, 101, 194).

‘There are only two references 
to it (as “the Provincial Court”) in the Burlington minutes (below, p. 248). 
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The Quakers were more concerned to keep down the cost and number 
of lawsuits than to prolong them by appeals. By arbitration within their 
own religious organization they kept their own members out of the courts 
toa great extent,'’ and the Burlington minutes reveal a few cases in which 
this device was used to end suits already begun before the secular tribunal." 
For those who were resolved to have their law, the courts met frequently, 
An act of 1682 provided, besides the regular quarterly courts of sessions, 
“for smaller courts oftener, (if need require) both at Burlington, and at 
Salem, to be appointed by the justices, as they judge fit.” Special courts 
_ could also be had, the party requesting them paying three shillings for each 
justice sitting and the regular fees for the other officials. In 1685, under 
Skene, monthly courts were ordered, but this practice was of brief dura- 
tion.*® However, what with special and private sessions, the Burlington court 
doubtless met as frequently as the needs of the people required. In 1692, 
to avoid the trouble and expense of “petty actions,” single justices were em- 
powered to hear and determine actions of debt under forty shillings, with 
right of appeal to the county courts, and in 1694 this authority was extended 
to the burgesses of Burlington and Salem.? 

By the end of the proprietorial period therefore West Jersey had de- 
veloped an elaborate judicial system based on its own legislative enactments. 
The assumption of the government by the Crown revolutionized the con- 
stitutional basis of government. The Concessions and the laws passed in 
accordance with their provisions and spirit went by the board, and hence- 
forth the constitution of the united Province of New Jersey was in actuality 
the instructions to and commissions of the royal governors. However, the 
existing judicial framework was not greatly changed.?2 Cornbury’s “Or- 
dinance for Establishing Courts of Judicature” ** of 1703 gave single jus-

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tices cognizance of debt and trespass up to forty shillings, provided for 
courts of common pleas to follow each county general sessions,?* and estab- 
lished a provincial supreme court. The assembly was replaced by the govy- 
ernor and council as an appeal tribunal above the supreme court. But more 
important than any of these alterations in form was the fact that henceforth 
the personnel of all the courts was beyond popular control. The king ap- 
pointed the governor, and he named the judges and justices and “other nec- 
essary Officers and Ministers.” 2° The difference is at once apparent in the 
Burlington court; the Quaker justices depart, and Anglicans and Quaker- 
baiters succeed them.

The most important Quaker variation from the English norm was in the 
punishment for crimes against property. Instead of hanging people for grand 
larceny and certain special categories of theft such as robbery, burglary, and 
horse stealing, the Quaker laws imposed punishment in kind—four-fold 
restitution out of the offender’s estate or by his labor.2? This penalty was 
regularly meted out for stealing throughout the pro vietary period, except 
Hie oP Bred. te ital Wii 
in a few cases, chicken- or hog-stealing or thefts by Negroes, in which whip- 
ping or fines were imposed.2* The Concessions forbade imprisonment for

debt, if the debtor yielded up all his estate; and while this clause was not 
confirmed by the first assembly, throwing debtors into. prison seems to have 
been contrary to the established mores of the Burlington community.”” 

In other respects the Quakers’ punishments were conventional, and 
against sexual irregularities, severe. Fines and the lash were the lot of 
fornicators and adulterers.*® West Jersey justices hesitated to impose the 
death penalty for infanticide, but it was prescribed (although not carried 
out) against a Negro bugger in 16g92.*? Personal ‘dishonesty was frowned 
upon. The only instance of mutilation as a punishment was decreed against 
a forger, who was to be pilloried and have an ear cut off.*2 The pillory was 
also employed at first for perjury and slander, especially of a scandalous 
nature.** 


* * * 


“The town of Burlington,” the Assembly of 1681 decreed, “is and 
shall be the chief town and the head of this Province; in which town from 
time to time shall be held the Provincial courts, and the General Free As- 
sembly.” ** Not unnaturally therefore the Burlington court tended to view 
itself as at least primus inter pares among West Jersey judicial institutions, 
if not a little higher, although in fact it was never anything more than a 
county court. Even under Andros, as we have seen,** Salem had its own 
court, and when the two rival settlements were united in government the 
people of Fenwick’s Colony insisted upon maintaining their own local ad- 
ministration. Separate justices, sheriffs, registers, and clerks were chosen 
for the “jurisdictions” of Burlington and Salem from 1682 on,*" and so 
far as we know the administration of justice proceeded there unhampered 
by interference from the court at Burlington.**

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The territorial jurisdiction of the Burlington court was further limited 
by the assembly in 1686, at the request of the members from the Third and 
Fourth tenths for authority to “keep Courts” for those tenths. Permission 
was granted, and a sheriff and a clerk named. ‘Phe inhabitants them met 
and (extraordinarily enough) adopted several rules of court, and from Sep- 
tember on sessions were regularly held by justices already appointed for 
this area, which was henceforth known as Gloucester County.** At first some 
of the officials of the new court seemed to feel that it was inferior in status 
to the older court at Burlington, but this notion met with energetic resist- 
ance in Gloucester. In 1687 the Gloucestér grand jury presented the sheriff 
and one of the justices “‘as betrayers of the Rights and privillidges belonging 
to the County of Gloucester by being concerned and assisting in the con- 
veyance of Henry Treadway a notorious criminal of this County (where he 
was obliged to appear and receive his tryall) unto the Court at Burlington 
Contrary to the Trust in them reposed to the perverting of justice to the 
ill example of others etc.” But the Burlington court in a special session had 
already punished Treadway and his daughter-in-law for carnal copulation, 
and the wrathful Gloucester grand jury could do no more than vent its 
spleen upon the apologetic justice who apparently had delivered the of- 
fenders to the Burlington authorities.*® Some years later the Burlington 
court tried, though not very successfully, to take another morals case out 
of the Gloucester court’s hands. That body from 1691 had had trouble with 
William Lovejoy and Anne Penston, who were living together in alleged 
adultery, Anne’s husband Stephen apparently being out of the country, 
The court imposed penalties but could not separate the fond couple and 
their illegitimate child.*° So in 1695, the Burlington court had them indicted, 
possibly at the instigation of Governor Hamilton, who was then on the 
bench. But the King’s witnesses from Gloucester failed to answer subpoenas, 
except one who sent a “pregmaticall answer by a Letter,” which drew a fine 
of £5. At the next court William and Anne were ready for trial, but by 
this time the Burlington justices’ enthusiasm had waned, perhaps because 
the governor was no longer there to inspire them, and they quashed the in- 
dictment as insufficient! Thus the prosecution ended, and with it all ef- 
forts by the up-viver court to encroach upon Gloucester’s judicial inde- 
pendence.

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One more subtraction from the extent of Burlington jurisdiction remains 
to be recorded. The inhabitants of the distant fishing settlement at Cape 
May at first had to repair to Burlington for their judicial business. In 1685 
a justice for Cape May was appointed by the Assembly,*? but it was not until 
1692 that the district was erected into a county, with a court for causes under 
forty shillings, and actions “where any declaration or indictment shall be 
on traverse” to be tried at the Salem quarterly sessions. In 1693 regular 
quarter sessions were instituted, but with jurisdiction only to (20. In 1697 
this limitation was removed and the Cape May court placed on equal foot- 
ing with the others in the province. 


* * * 


The Quaker pioneers and their descendants dominated West Jersey 
public affairs much longer than their relative numbers warranted. Their 
immigration was heavy for several years,** but then slackened off, while non- 
Quaker settlers continued to stream in from Europe and the older Ameri- 
can colonies. By 1699, according to a computation in Daniel Leeds’ almanac, 
only a third of West Jersey’s population was Quaker—266 freeholders out 
of a total of 832, representing 4 to 5,000 souls.** Burlington was the only 
county to hold its own against the rising non-Quaker tide. In 1699 the 
Quakers were more numerous there than in “all the other Countys,” pos- 
sibly constituting a majority, although it could not have been very large. ’ 

However, where wealth counted as well as numbers, the older settlers 
with a stake in the country could retain control of government for a long 
time, and in the Burlington court they unquestionably did. Up to 168%, 
when the title to government passed from Byllynge’s heirs to non-Quaker 
ownership, thirty justices had sat at one time or another on the Burlington 
bench, all but two of whom can be identified as Quakers.“” The new owners 
could hardly be expected to continue the Quaker judicial monopoly un- 
broken, if there were any non-Quaker Burlingtonians of sufficient merit 
and prominence to be put into governmental positions. But such persons 
seem to have been few. The first non-Quaker justice to serve any length of

Hunloke, Tatham, and Westland joined in 1695 to buy land in Burling- 
ton for a burial ground for themselves and “all other Christian people” 
who might wish to use it—meaning non-Quakers, for the latter of course 
already had such a place.” Politically Hunloke stuck with the Quakers, but 
‘Tatham and Westland, with Thomas Revell, became the spearhead of the 
anti-Quaker party which later wrested control of the court from the Quakers. 
The movement against them was facilitated by an unfortunate doctrinal dis- 
pute among the Quakers caused by George Keith, which divided the Soci- 
ety in 16gz and led to the secession of a number of members who formed 
a separate group of “Christian” or “Keithian” Quakers. Some later returned 
to the orthodox fold, for example, Richard Fenimore, whose acknowledge- 
ment is entered in the Burlington Monthly Meeting minutes in 170 4. Others, 
such as Thomas Budd, died in separation.” Still others who lived through 
the end of the century in West Jersey joined local Anglicans to establish 
St. Mary’s Church in Burlington in 1702.°' Among them were Daniel Leeds, 
William Budd, Robert Wheeler, Roger Parkes, the Hewlings’s, and the New- 
bolds, people who had been long in the colony, and whose defection was 
both a loss and an embarrassment to the Quakers, as they seem to have been 
especially favored by anti-Quaker administrations in appointing justices. 
Anglicans and ex-Quakers united to support the Basse administration against 
Hamilton and the regular Quaker party. Besides former non-Quaker in- 
cumbents, fatham and Westland, and new ones, Revell, Jolin Test, Anthony 
klton (all carly settlers), Thomas Bibb, and Captain John Jewell, Basse 
commissioned as justices for Burlington several apostate Quakers: Leeds 
(who had been on the bench, 1692-1694), William Hewlings, and Michael 
and Joshua Newbold. Along with them sat a few orthodox ** Quakers, George 
Deacon, William Emley, and Joshua Ely. But the Burlington court, for the

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first time in its existence, was in the control of the anti-Quakers, and so it 
remained until the return of Hamilton to the governorship. Then, at the 
close of 1699, all these justices were turned out, and the old Quaker leaders 
returned for an Indian summer of Quaker supremacy which lasted until 
Cornbury took over in 1703. Under him winter began in earnest for the 
Quakers; henceforth only non- or ex-Quakers administered justice in Bur- 
lington court. 

The Burlington sheriffs were important judicial officers because they 
were the chief executive agents of the courts and empanelled the juries. 
They are not always mentioned by name in the Burlington minutes, Known 
Burlington sheriffs down to 1694 were Quakers, but the list is incomplete.** 
Thomas Bibb, though elected by the Assembly, seems not to have been a 
Quaker, but his successors were, until Cornbury appointed William Fisher 
in 1703. Despite his membership in St. Mary’s Church Fisher apparently 
was no slavish tool of Cornbury’s ring, for he had a violent altercation with 
the court and either quit or was removed trom his office.** Fisher was re- 
placed temporarily (from November 1705 to April 1706) by John Kible. 
Hugh Huddy then became sheriff. He was an Anglican and his relations with 
the justices were amicable, so far as the court minutes disclose. 

During most of the proprietorial era the juries, grand and petty, were 
overwhelmingly Quaker in composition. They were entirely so in 1680, 
and in the years 1680-1685, two-thirds of all those listed had no non-Quaker. 
members and the rest usually one or two, out of twelve or (for grand juries) 
thirteen men. In the following decade all-Quaker juries become a rarity, 
there usually being from one to four non- Quakers in each group. Under 
Basse the non-Quakers increased, and on some juries the old-line Fricnds 
were in a minority. This was caused at least in part by Quaker boycotting 
of the Basse court. Thus in November 16g8 three Quakers refused to serve, 
and the resulting grand jury of thirteen included only four Quakers. Again, 
in August 1699 too few jurors appeared to make full juries, and the court 
“Could not proceed in businesse” until November, when it operated with 
seventeen non-Quaker and only eight Quaker jurors. When Hamilton re- 
turned in 1699 the penduluin swung too far the other way, considering 
that by that time little more than half of the freeholders in the county could 
have been Friends. There were several all-Quaker juries in 1700 and 1701, 
although the average group included from one to five non- or ex-Friends, 
until the beginning of royal rule in 1703. 

Under Cornbury, with non-Quaker justices and sheriffs, the same kind 
of juries could have been expected also, but such was not the case. Larger 
grand juries were used, eighteen to twenty-six in number, making it more

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difficult to fill the panels with qualified non-Quakers. There was trouble 
with a few Friends who insisted on keeping their hats on while being at- 
tested." The makeup of juries fluctuated greatly, perhaps reflecting con- 
fusion and uncertainty introduced into Burlington judicial affairs by the 
scheming Cornbury. At the session of December 1704 one-third of the jurors 
were Quakers; at the next, five-sixths; *? and so it went, to the end of this 
volume.** 

The duties of constable were avoided rather than sought. As late as 
1686 all the constables in the county were Quakers. In 1691, however, only 
half of them were, and thereafter the Friends were frequently in the minor- 
ity.°° Except at first the office was elective by the various townships, but 
persons upon whom this unwanted honor was conferred were allowed to 
secure substitutes, and so the oflice would tend to be filled by persons in 
the lower economic brackets. Thus Quaker John Lambert got non-Quaker 
Thomas Tindall to take his place as constable of Nottingham in 1702. 
Tindall had already discharged his civil obligation in that office some years 
before, but he seems to have liked it, and served still a third year.” Various 
other instances of securing substitutes could be cited.! 

On the whole, however, the Quakers took their civic duties seriously. 
In the throes of political controversy they might indulge in some effective 
boycotting, but in normal times they took their turns as constable or high- 
Way overseer and did jury service or were fined."? The Burlington Court 
Book paints a revealing portrait of the judicial Quaker. In the court room 
he exhibits a combination of sternness and humanity characteristic of his 
sect. Even among Friends individua!s violated established rules of conduct 
and had to be punished; but when the penalty was paid the offense was for- 
gotten, and the offender resumed his normal place in the political and social 
order. In estimating the Quaker judiciary as a whole we may borrow the 
phrases in which a contemporary of Samucl Jenings characterized that ereat

Timothy Hancock, Sayth that hee hath knowne a Horse which Thomas 
Ollive had, which hee hath seene since the Defendant bought him, and to 
the best of his knowledge the horse now in the Defendants possession being 
the horse in question is thé same horse bouglit of Thomas Ollive, 

[25 1684] Thomas Wilkinson: Sayth hee hath knowne a Horse of 
Thomas Ollives ever since hee was halfe a yeare old, and that hee hath used 
to looke after him, and that William Evans the Defendant bought the same 
horse of Vhomas Ollive, and that the horse in question now in the Defend- 
ants possession by all markes and shapes to the best of his understanding 
hee thinks is the same horse, 

Thomas French, Sayth hee hath knowne the horse that Thomas Ollive 
sold to the Defendant a considerable tyme, and that hee beleeves the horse in 
question now in the Defendants hands is the same horse which the De- 
fendant bought of ‘Thomas Ollive. 

The Verdict. The Jury bring in a special verdict in regard they have 
noe positive Evidence either for the Plaintiff or the Defendant And there- 
upon the Jury request the Bench to propose a reference: Whereupon the 
Bench make this proposall to the Plaintiff and Defendant (vizt) ‘Phat the 
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Defendant Evans take the Horse or Gelding into his possession and pay 
Fifty shillings to Cole the Plaintiff And if hereafter the said Horse appeare 
by his Mouth, or other playne demonstration that the horse is not the De- 
fendants by his age, Then the Defendant to returne the Horse to the Plain- 
tiff and the said Plaintiff then to pay back to the Defendant the 5os. And 
Plaintiff and Defendant, to pay equall share of Costs and Charges of Suite. 
To which proposall, Plaintiff and Defendant agree.

[Order of Court] whereupon the Court order that Israel Helme, concerned 
therein, and the said Browne appeare face to face before they determine the 
matter: And order in the meane tyme that the same Land be not disposed of

Israel Helme and Daniell Linzey both Summoned by warrant to ap- 
peare next Court. 

Thomas Mathewes on the behalfe of the Province Requests that the 
Court will take order against the spoyle of Timber upon Lands not taken up: 
The Court thereupon order that a Proclamation be issued forth from Gover-

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Spoones; And alsoe that shee seeing severall neat Linnings, said it was pitty 
but the owner should have them againe, to which one of the Seamen called 
Symon replyed, but shee is never like to have them: And sayth that they 
ordnarily spake in Dutch one to another, which shee well understood not; 
And that shee heard them say they intended to procure a Sloope at Chris- 
parus Harmons '* and to gett the goods thither, And further shee heard them 
say they should live well this winter haveing gott good Beere and victualls 
store, and that they should make Chrisparus fatt. And further sayth that 
the Master came to her when at Burlington, and desired her not to say any 
thing concerning what shee had seene and heard in the matter aforesaid, 
and shee should fare never the worse, and moreover they told her after the 
Sloope was cast away all the Goods they cold save were their owne.

the Master and Marriners desired him hee would say nothing that might 
doe them injury; And further sayth hee was troubled, not knowing how hee 
should gett up his goods, in regard the Master and Marriners designed to 
Land the Goods at Chrisparus Harmons And further being asked if hee 
did not receive a Gun from the Marriners, sayth they gave him a Gun, and 
bid him take it for his owne defence, and being asked where the Gun is, 
sayth hee hath parted with it.

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John Curtis, Robert Styles, John Boarton, Nathaniell West, John Browne,

Joseph Cooper and Daniell Cooper Evidence Attested, Joseph sayth 
they found the great:Sowe mentioned in the Indictment newly shott which 
was the Complaynants Sowe and that they found the gutts of another Swyne 
within lese then fower Polls from the other, both being warme, And that 
being a Snow Daniell Cooper followed the Track from the said Gutts untill

Daye, Robert Young, Isaac Horner, William Hunt, Samuell Furnis, John 
Browne Attested. . 

William Cole the Defendant called three tymes to defend his cause and 
appeares not: ‘Ihe Court in favour to the Defendant suspend entring de- 
fault: William Cole Defendant afterwards appeares. 

The Declaration Read: And Thomas Budd produced his Survey of the 
Land whereon the Defendant had made the Trespasse being 216 Acres Sur- 
veyed to Thomas by Daniell Leeds Surveyour.

concerning the same, telling her hee had dreamed Sheepey had to doe with 
her five tymes, to which shee answered hee had dreamed too true and John 
Tomlinson then told him the said Jonathan that Betty had informed him: 
the said John that Sheepey had to doe with her twice; 

[John Tomlinson] But John Tomlinson upon his Attestation sayth 
that Betty never said to him that Sheepey had to doe with her more than 
once, And that hee did not tell Jonathan Fox that Betty ever said to him 
that Sheepey had to doe with her more than once. 
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(Samuell Houghton Testimony| Samuell Houghton saith that Charles 
Sheepey told him that Betty Hutcheson was desirous to knowe her fortune,

Severall women being then in Court, namely the wife of Samuell 
Jenings, the wife of John Budd, the wife of Edward Hunloke, the wife of 
William Emley and the wife of Richard Guy, doe before the Court Solemnly 
declare that they have made it their businesse to search Elizabeth Hutch- 
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eson, And that they finde it soe with relation to the state of her body; That 
whereas the said Sheepey declares hee hath had the use of her body several 
tymes, The said Sheepey hath greatly wronged her in saying soe, As to them 
plainly appeares according to the naturall course of women, And that to 
the best of their understandings, What hath beene done, by the said Sheepey 
hath beene forcibly: And further they desire they make knowne the matter 
(for modestys sake) to some particular modest person, who may give the 
Jury a more particular relation thereof: which the Court approve of. 

Sheepey being further required if hee have anything to say for himselfe 
before the Jury goe togeather; Sayth hee hath noe more to say, but as be- 
fore, hee never had the use of her body, but with her owne consent. 

After the Charge given to the Jury and it being somewhat late at night 
they are required to go togeather; and if they agree of their Verdict before 
the Court come togeather on the Morrow morning, to Seale up their Ver- 
dict in writeing, and then to bring it into the Court; And the Sheriffe re- 
quired to Attend them. And then the Court adjourned to the Fiehth hower 
in the morning. 

And according to the desire of the said women, the reasons for their as- 
serting in Court as abovesaid, being made knowne, First to such modest 
person or persons as was judged requisite to impart the same to, was ac- 
cordingly made knowne to the Jury.

[72 1688] Edward Hunloke Deposeth that Walter desired him to sell 
a peece of Plate for him at Yorke, which Mr. Hunloke received and weighed 
and tooke to Yorke and offered it to sale, which when the Goldsmith had 
tryed said it was not melted from Minerall as Walter had suggested but from. 
silver plate and that if hee did not know Mr. Hunloke well hee should ques- 
tion him where hee had it; further Mr. Hunloke saith hee sold the plate or 
Bullen for 5s. per ounce and that it weighed 6 ounces and 4 

[Evidence Richard Basnett Alttested| Richard Basnett Deposeth that 
Anthony Tomkins (who had lost plate in the Sloop that was run ashore) gave 
him such an Account of the Cup which with others hee lost, That this Cup 
appeures to be the same Cup, And alsoe that the Inventory which Richard 
found in the drawer where the said Plate was taken from alsoe shewes this 
Cup to be the same that was taken out of the said Drawer. 

The Jury finde the Prisoner guilty of putting a peece of melted Silver to 
Sale, and receiveing the returns thereof. And say that they beleeve from what 
they have heard and seene that the silver Cup brought before them in Court is 
the Silver Cup of the Widdowe Tomkins late wife of the aforesaid Anthony 
Tompkins deceased; Whereupon the Bench cause the Cup to be delivered in” 
Court to Charles Pickering for the use of the Widdow Tompkins. 

Mordecai Bowden presented by the Grand jury as before; appeares at 
the Barr, And saith hee knowes himselfe guilty with respect to the affaires of 
the Court charged against him, And that hee is ashamed of it and Sorry for it, 
_And craves the favour of the Bench, as Alsoe for his slandering Mr. Hunloke, 
desires the Benchs and his favour therein. 

The Bench order that Mordecai Bowden come now in open Court and

as hee sayth; but finding said Walters reply, to be only by evading words—

untill the same be paid: And to pay all Court charges. 

Caleb Carman and sonnes, and John Peck etc. on presentment per Grand 
Jury called, Carmans and Peck etc. appeare and say they have sold noe Dubar-* 
tus whales but what at first Thomas Mathewes gave them leave for. “Fhe Jury 
Empannelled. 

[Evidence John Throp, Richard Starr, Henry Johnson, Samuell 
Mathewes Attested.| John Throp saith hee bought a Fish which was sup- 
posed a Dubartus whale and that there was made 11 Barrells oyle of it. 

Richard Starr saith that hee was present when Throp bought the whale, 
And that the Carmans then owned the whale as their owne. And that Throp 
bought the whale as the said Carmans owne right.

[dltested] Isaiah Lebake Attested saith that hee heard Peter Perdriau 
and Andrew Lawrance say that John Dubrois had an intention to run away, 
these words were spoken as they came up from Cape May in a Boat, and 
further saith not. 
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+ [Altested] James Peyrard Attested, saith hee heard Andrew Lawrance 

say, that they were to indeayour to undoe Mr. Dubrois to tell falce things of 
him, these words were spoke in Burlington at the Bakehouse in December 
last. further saith not. 

[Attested] Benjamin Godfrey, Attested, saith that Andrew Lawrance 
said to him (upon occasion of hee saying to said Lawrance that two such 
Testimonies as hee declared against Dubvois was enough to hang him) said 
Lawrance answered why then Mr. Dubrois wants onely the Rope: Further 
saith that Mrs. Rame said to Andrew Lawrance if hee would not goe up to 
Burlington to doe what hee could against Mr. Dubrois shee would never 
eat of his bread more, further saith not. 

[dttested] John Gillent Attested saith, hee heard all the Defendants 
(except Augustus Lucas) say that Mr. Dubrois would run away, And that hee 
would sell and Convert the Goods of Doctor Coxe which hee had in his 
hand to his owne use. further saith not. 

[Atlested] Peter Reneare Attested saith hee heard Mr. Perdriau say to 
Mr. Dubrois that hee the said Dubrois intended ‘to run away, but hee had

further deposeth not. 

[Attested] Peter Lespine and Nicholas Martineo Evidences supenaed 
for the Defendants Attested. Peter Lespine saith hee heard Mr. Dubrois say 
that hee would gett what hee could out of Mr. ‘Tathams hand and Then 
hee would laugh at him: Further saith that one day in the evening Mr. 
Lawrance told him in presence of Augustus Lucas that Mr. Dubrois would 
gett what hee could of Doctor Cox goods into his hands, and afterwards 
let every one shift for himselfe.

_ [Adlested| Benjamin Godfray Attested, saith that Mr. Dubrois sold 
some Beefe, but it was on the Accompt of the Whalery: Further saith that 
the chiefest reason of the other whalemen breaking Articles, was because of 
their want of supply with provisions, And because they was put to soe much 
trouble in going often for it; Further saith that if they had had salt they 
could have had meat; Mr, Tatham makes appear they had 96 Bushells of 
Salt downe to Cape May. 

{Altested] Olliver Johnson Attested, saith that hee thinks the whalery 
men belowe on Doctor Cox Accompt had provision enough to serve the 
winter, and that hee stayed there amongst the whalemen untill 25th March, 
and that hee heard none of the whalemen Complayne for want of provisions, 
Mr. ‘Taylor saith hee heard’ some Complayne for want of provisions, but 
the reason was because Mr. Dubrois would not give it them. George ‘Taylor 
further saith that there is a vessel on the stocks at Cape May that was begun: 
in James Budds tyme, But since James death nothing more is done to it, 
And that the reason was for want of Plank, And further saith that Mr. 
Dubrois spake to the whalemen to sawe Plank, at odde tymes, which they 
promised to doe, but did not. 

[Attested] Peter Perdriau Attested saith that there was a Boat lost at 
Cape May belonging to Doctor Cox, which was lost by negligence, for want 
of help from the Shore.

Daniell Wills (Coroner and Chyrurgeion) Attested, Deposeth that hee 
saw the Child after it was taken out of the Earth and washed, And that it 
had a small blackish Ring upon its neck; But that hee thinks it might be 
onely a Setleing of blood and further saith not. 

Francis Davenport Attested, deposeth that hee being one of the Coro- 
ners Jury, Saw the Child, And that hee and others of the Jury saw a black 
spott or Ring on the Childs neck; And it was the opinion of him and others 
that the same spott or ring was a Signe of violence done to the Child. 

John Bainbridge further saith that hee did not know the Prisoner to 
be with Child, but did Suspect it, And therefore that hee gave his wile 
Charge to be carefull of said Prisoner. 

Proclamation made for all the rest of the Kings Evidence to drawn 
neare and give their Evidence for the King. Kings Attourney General Pleads 
that the Prisoner by vertue of an Act of Parliament is Guilty unlesse shee can 
make it appeare the Child was dead borne: To this the J udge and other of 
the Justices say that Law was made Ad Terrorem. 

Prisoner Pleads the Child was still borne in the night in bed, but that 
shee can give noe Evidence thereof, there being none with her. 

The Governour gives the Charge to the Jury, that if they finde what has 
beene Evidenced is proofe Sufficient of the Prisoner's murdering or killing 
the Child, they are to find her Guilty, otherwise not guilty.

Thomas Kendall George Williss and Elizabeth Basnett and theire Suretyes 
And were by the Court Approved on and ordered to be Kept ou file by the 
Clerke. 

The Constable of the Towneship of Northampton saith he hath Exe- 
cuted the Warrants for the provinciall and county Taxes and Joshua Hum- 
phreys was Chosen Collector for the said Taxes. 

Abraham Bickley Collector of the Provinciall and County Taxes in the 
Towne of Burlington being sent for and is by the Court Examined what 
he hath in Collecting the said Taxes he Acknowledges he had nott yett Col- 
lected them but promised the Court that he would Speedily and pay inn the 
same to the treasurer, and desires the Court would remitt his former Trans- 
gression, And the Court say theyle Consider on it. 

The Court of Common Pleas opened. The court Adjourns till two a 
Glocke in the afternoon, Post Meridem the Court of Quarter Sessions 
opened. Traverse Jury Thomas Feves, John Browne, William Hunt, 
Thomas Renshall, William Satterthwaite, John Haines, Richard Bickam, 
Thomas French Junr., Mordecai Andrews, Joseph Smith, Obadiah Hierton 
Robert Chapman.

when she Came backe the deponent mett her, at the doore And went into the 
house with her, and after a little time the said Anne desired the deponent 
to goe and give the horse some Meate, which the deponent did, and after 
wards Came into the house againe, and the said Anne Askd him whether 
there was any Rumme in the house the deponent replyed there was, 
Then the said Anne Askt the deponent to milk the Cow and she would 
make some Milk punch, and Accordingly the deponent did, and when the 
deponent came in the said Anne Askt him tor the Broome he replyed twas 
in the Chamber she bid ine fetch it, so he went to goe up Staires and hee see 
the doore only fast with a bolt went up two or three Stepps, and the said 
Anne Sceing him goe up readily Askt [155 1698] the deponent whether they 
left the doore soe, the deponent replyed he thought it was as John Powell 
left he thought, then the said Anne replyed said Te warrant the Indians have 
been here and broke open the doore, (which was before She came to the 
doore) And afterwards she Cryed I,le warrant John Powells Money is gone, 
and she and the deponent went into the Chamber and she bid him looke into 
the Chest and see whether the Money was there, and shee bid him pull out 
the drawers in the Chest and see for itt, but when the deponent and Anne 
Saw noe Money, she said againe that Ile warrant John Powells money is gone, 
And further the deponent saith he believes the doore of the Chamber was 
broke open, and further saith nott. 

The Jury receive the Charge and goe out togeather, the Jury returne, 
the said Anne the Prisoner Sett to the Barr, the Jury being Askt whether they 
were Agreed of theire verdict they replyed yes, and by theire Foreman 
Thomas Feves say they find the said Anne Reeves not guilty. 

Sarah Bainbridge the wife of John Bainbridge being bound to Appeare 
at this Sessions she Accordingly Appeares, And the King’s Attorney pleaded 
the King’s wittnesses were nott ready, the Court Continue her upon fresh baile 
till the next Session and have put her into the Sheriffes Custody till she give 
Security for the Same, . 

John Bryarley Constable of Maidenhead bein Asked by the Court what 
he hath done in the Execution of the Warrants for the late provinciall and 
County Taxes, he replyed he warned in the Inhabitants of the said Towne 
upon a Certaine day and the Major parte of them mett, but they did nott

ponent believes) in a very likely way to be well (if it were not then cured) he 
said Child being at play among the boyes.

[Evidence] Nathaniel Dugles attested sayes that haveing his Shoulder out 
of Joint and ill of it asking the Plaintiff whether it was right Sett, The Plain- 
tiff said he believed it was and gave him a Strengthening Plaister which did 
him Good. 

[Evidence] John Hilliard Attested Say’s that this last Fall his Child fell 
off a horse and broke her Arm, and brought to the Plaintiff and he sett it 
well and Strait and cured it.
